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SELECTMEN’S  MESSAGE 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  organized  in  1977  with  Kenneth 

M.  Wood,  Jr.  as  Chairman,  Walter  Silveira  as  Clerk,  and  Roland 

N.  Seguin  as  Veterans’  Agent. 

Another  year  of  continued  progress  with  controlled  expan- 
sion for  industry  and  business  has  been  completed.  With  proper 
planning  and  zoning  we  have  had  functional  development  at  a 
steady  pace. 

The  Town  Meeting  saw  fit  to  sell  to  Kelley  Dock  and 
Marine  Co.,  Inc.  an  additional  parcel  adjoining  their  building 
for  the  proposed  expansion  and  future  growth  of  this  facility. 

With  an  eye  towards  future  waterfront  development,  a $350,- 
000.  Union  Wharf  renovation  project  has  been  completed  and 
negotiations  are  presently  underway  for  the  construction  of  a new 
fish  plant  on  the  wharf. 

The  industrial  area  on  Alden  Road  brought  forth  a new 
tenant  with  the  building  of  the  Worley  Bedding  factory  and 
furniture  outlet. 

The  construction  of  the  K-Mart  store  completed  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Fairhaven  Plaza. 

Car  World,  Inc.  was  built  on  Alden  Road  near  the  Acushnet 
line.  We  believe  this  to  be  the  beginning  of  future  development 
in  that  area. 

Our  public  safety  departments  were  increased  in  size.  Two 
new  permanent  men  were  hired  for  the  Fire  Department  and 
seven  full-time  patrolmen  were  hired.  These  additions  bring  the 
departments  up  to  full  complement. 

A new  Class  I ambulance  was  purchased  to  comply  with  state 
mandates  that  required  two  E.M.T.’s  on  each  run.  The  majority 
of  the  police  personnel  have  received  their  E.M.T.  training. 

Both  safety  departments  have  performed  with  their  usual 
exemplary  efficiency  and  have  given  personal  and  thorough  ser- 
vice to  the  public. 

A new  federal  law,  with  state  concurrence,  now  requires  that 
all  municipal  employees  must  be  covered  by  Unemployment  Com- 
pensation. This  will  be  an  additional  financial  burden  for  our 
community. 

Our  CETA  (Comprehensive  Employment  Training  Act)  pro- 
grams have  increased  to  a point  that  we  now  are  working  with 
over  100  people  in  various  offices  and  projects.  Monies  for  the 
regular  CETA  program  has  remained  constant;  however,  we  have 
received  other  allocations. 
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Funds  have  been  received  for  a Clean-up  Project,  a Hydrant 
Repair  Project,  an  Environmental  Study  Project,  a Career  Edu- 
cation Project,  and  a Shellfish  Propagation  Project.  Application 
has  been  made  for  a project  that  would  prepare  a history  of 
the  town  geared  to  students  in  the  elementary  level. 

Our  very  active  Shellfish  Advisory  Board  has  developed  a 
rotation  system  for  development  of  our  shellfish  program.  On 
their  recommendation,  the  boat  ramp  at  Seaview  and  Ocean 
Avenues  was  dedicated  to  and  named  for  Mr.  Joseph  B.  Goulart, 
Jr.  a former  shellfish  warden  who  dedicated  his  life  to  shellfisheries. 

A major  step  forward  in  the  education  of  our  young  people 
was  the  completion  of  the  Greater  New  Bedford  Regional  Voca- 
tional Technical  High  School.  The  first  classes  began  in  Septem- 
ber in  this  very  modern  educational  complex. 

Our  Council  on  Aging  was  increased  to  15  members.  The 
housing  needs  of  our  elder  citizens  received  another  boost  with 
the  completion  of  another  52  units  at  the  Oxford  Terrace  project. 

Refuse  disposal  continues  to  be  a major  problem  for  the 
whole  area.  Until  a regional  concept  can  be  agreed  upon  with  the 
surrounding  communities,  we  must  continue  to  expend  funds 
at  our  Sanitary  Refuse  Disposal  area  to  comply  with  the  state 
public  health  standards.  We  are  presently  leasing  property  ad- 
joining the  town-owned  dump  land  to  carry  us  for  a few  more 
years  until  other  arrangements  can  be  made. 

Certain  legal  technicalities  have  delayed  the  start  of  the  re- 
construction of  Goulart  Memorial  Drive.  This  project  should  get 
underway  shortly. 

Repairs  to  the  Causeway  will  be  completed  prior  to  the 
beginning  of  the  summer  influx  of  visitors  and  residents  to 
West  Island. 

Phase  II  of  our  sewer  project  is  underway  covering  parts  of 
Sconticut  Neck,  East  Fairhaven,  and  the  East  Allen  Street  area. 
Money  has  been  appropriated  to  do  a study  of  Phase  III  of  our 
sewer  program  that  will  eventually  see  all  areas  of  the  town 
sewered. 

We  would  like  to  recognize  at  this  time  with  a sincere  note 
of  appreciation,  Mrs.  Irva  Bushnell,  the  Town  Accountant,  who 
retired  after  twenty-five  years  of  very  dedicated  service  to  our 
community.  She  accomplished  her  tedious  work  in  a very  quiet 
and  unassuming  manner.  She  is  missed  by  all  and  fondly  re- 
membered. 

The  year  of  1977  was  a busy  year  with  its  share  of  problems 
and  many  accomplishments.  We  sincerely  hope  that  our  em- 
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ployees  will  continue  to  perform  their  respective  tasks  to  the  fullest 
and  hope  that  they  will  show  accountability.  Only  in  this  way 
can  you  help  us  maintain  and  improve  the  services  to  our  residents. 
Only  this  way  can  we  keep  our  image  — the  image  of  a community 
that  continues  to  reflect  confidence  and  pride  in  our  past,  our 
present,  and  much  hope  for  the  future!

BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 
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BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


The  Board  of  Public  Works  about  to  complete  another  fiscal 
year  of  operations  of  their  critical  Town  Departments,  would  be 
remiss  in  its  duties,  if  much  credit  was  not  given  to  other  highly 
placed  Town  agencies  for  their  complete  support  in  all  of  its 
efforts  in  guiding  its  Divisions  to  another  successful  year  of  major 
accomplishments. 

In  addition  to  the  normal  recurring  routine  operations  and 
maintenance  of  Town  facilities,  this  year  saw  the  beginning  of  a 
sewer  extension  project  that  when  completed  in  1979  will  add 
approximately  1200  new  sewer  connections  to  the  Town’s  system, 
plus  accepting  sewage  from  the  Town  of  Mattapoisett  for  treat- 
ment. The  cost  will  be  borne  in  entirety  by  the  Town  of  Matta- 
poisett. The  regional  conception  is  good  for  friendly  neighbors, 
all  would  seem  to  benefit  by  this  congenial  arrangement. 

The  above  construction  however  has  increased  the  work  load 
and  responsibility  of  the  Board  members  themselves,  and  the 
Divisions  under  their  jurisdiction,  requiring  that  close  inspection 
of  the  work  to  insure  that  in  the  Town’s  interest  the  specifications 
are  religiously  met  during  construction.  In  order  to  accomplish 
this  surveillance,  the  Board  members  and  their  division  heads 
must  exercise  their  various  disciplinary  skills  to  make  judgements; 
hence  making  objective  appraisals  with  a complete  understanding, 
why  a technique  being  used  is  required. 

They  can  be  expected  to  exercise  all  allowed  control  so  as 
not  to  restrict  the  mobility  of  the  residents  to  a greater  extent 
than  is  required,  necessary  for  this  type  of  construction. 

The  residents  patience  and  understanding  is  requested  dur- 
ing this  construction  period.  All  will  benefit  at  completion. 

The  Board  is  aware  of  many  projects  of  worth,  particular 
in  its  utility  system,  that  should  be  pursued  in  the  future.  Among 
them  is  the  further  extension  of  the  sewer  system.  A Step  I Facility 
Plan  application  authorized  by  Town  Meeting,  has  been  submitted 
to  the  Federal  Agency  having  authority  for  approval. 

Extend  water  line  from  Sconticut  Neck  to  West  Island. 

Remove  all  lead  service  connection  in  Town. 

Clean  and  line  cast  iron  water  mains  in  the  Town. 

Reconstruct  Fir  Street  on  West  Island. 

Continue  water  main  up  New  Boston  Road. 
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Remove  three  (3)  1923  vintage  sewer  pumping  stations,  tie 
into  new  sewer. 

New  Public  Works  building. 

Protective  pile  dolfins  front  of  Middle  Street  surface  water 
pumping  station. 

The  Board’s  various  division  reports  will  indicate  their  con- 
tribution to  the  over  all  effort  by  this  Department.

WATER  DIVISION 

This  Division  will  remember  1977  as  being  an  exceptionally 
busy  year.  The  seventy-five  year  old  500,000  gallon  elevated  water 
tank  located  on  Washington  Street  had  a new  riser  pipe  and  stur- 
dilite  frost  casing  installed,  also  the  expansion  joint  and  sleeve 
were  replaced. 

Work  is  being  continued  on  the  meter  replacement  program 
with  two  hundred  seventeen  being  replaced  this  year.  Work  in 
this  department  will  continue  over  the  years.  Seven  old  hydrants 
were  replaced  and  two  new  hydrants  were  installed.  Repairs  and 
general  maintenance  of  all  hydrants  is  always  being  done.  Forty- 
four  old  lead  services  and  thirty-four  galvanized  house  services 
have  been  replaced  with  copper  tubing.  Twenty-two  new  water 
services  were  added  to  our  existing  system.  1,000  feet  of  12”  pipe 
was  installed  on  New  Boston  Road,  150’  of  6”  on  East  Winsor, 
380’  of  6”  on  Welcome  Street  and  150’  of  6”  pipe  on  Babbitt  Street 
were  all  added  to  our  system. 

333,335,100  gallons  of  water  was  pumped  from  our  system 
and  118,130,250  was  purchased  from  the  City  of  New  Bedford. 

With  the  new  sewer  project  in  Town,  our  Division  has  been 
extremely  busy  working  along  side  the  various  construction  com- 
panies, marking  services  and  repairing  breaks  or  leaks.  Lead  ser- 
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vices  have  been  replaced  along  the  route  of  the  new  sewer  lines, 
when  possible.  A gate  valve  was  installed  at  the  junction  of  Man- 
hattan Avenue  and  Sconticut  Neck  Road,  this  gives  us  control 
over  the  flow  of  water  which  was  needed  in  this  area  to  allow 
the  sewer  contractors  to  blast  ledge  while  installing  the  new  lines. 

A new  Booster  Water  Pump  was  installed  at  the  Mattapoisett 
Pumping  Station  making  this  station  much  more  efficient  and  more 
economical  to  run  and  maintain. 

The  Safe  Drinking  Water  Act  which  became  effective  in  June 
of  1977  requires  that  all  suppliers  of  Drinking  Water  make  daily 
turbidity  measurements  at  representative  entry  points  in  the  dis- 
tribution system.  This  has  put  extra  work  on  the  taking  of  sam- 
ples; bacteria  testing  of  water  must  be  done  more  often  with 
more  samples  being  taken.  The  cost  of  testing  must  also  come  out 
of  our  budgets. 

My  thanks  to  the  personnel  in  my  Division  for  the  manner 
in  which  they  handled  emergency  situations  during  this  past  year 
and  their  loyalty  to  job  and  Town.

SEWER  DIVISION 


In  the  year  1977,  the  Sewer  Division  under  the  direction  of 
the  Superintendent,  Louis  J.  Costa,  has  had  an  extremely  busy 
year. 

The  Sewer  Division  this  year  continued  the  surface  infiltration 
cleaning  of  the  old  sewer  lines.  This  year  5,225  feet  of  sewer  mains 
were  cleaned  making  a total  of  35,574  feet  of  main  cleaned  up 
to  date. 

The  Sewer  Division  has  installed  nine  (9)  new  services  to 
date.  Additional  sewer  services  are  expected  in  the  spring.  There 
have  been  many  repairs  to  equipment  and  more  than  the  usual 
sewer  stoppages.  The  major  breakdown  was  the  South  Street  pump- 
ing station.  The  $:1  variable  speed  pump  broke  down.  The  men 
worked  continuously  on  this  pump  for  more  than  a normal  period 
of  time,  required  for  the  repair.  Excessive  power  outages  to  our 
sewerage  facilities  have  been  a major  concern  of  ours  this  year, 
requiring  more  than  normal  surveillance. 
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There  is  the  general  maintenance  of  the  six  (6)  pumping 
stations  weekly,  plus  the  road  work  daily. 

This  year,  new  work  has  begun  in  our  town  for  the  new 
sewer  project.  This  means  the  maintenance  of  three  (3)  new 
pumping  stations  and  the  tying  in  of  these  new  connections  into 
the  mains.  There  is  also  the  continuous  inspection  of  all  the  work 
being  done  daily  for  the  new  sewer  project  by  the  superintendent. 
The  maintenance  men  also  have  assisted  the  Treatment  Plant 
personnel  in  cleaning  out  the  aeration  tanks  and  in  the  completion 
of  the  night  soil  depository  tank. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  all 
the  employees  of  the  Sewer  Division  for  a most  commendable  job 
done  in  the  year  1977.

WATER  POLLUTION  CONTROL  FACILITY 

The  year  1977  has  been  an  exceptionally  busy  year  for  the 
Water  Pollution  Control  Facility.  The  laboratory  technician  passed 
a grade  IV  examination  and  received  a grade  IV  Operator  in  Train- 
ing certificate.  When  he  completes  his  training  period,  he  will 
receive  an  Operator’s  Grade  IV  certificate. 

There  were  no  fall  courses  offered  by  the  Massachusetts  Di- 
vision of  Water  Pollution  Control.  We  are  in  hope  the  advance 
course  II  will  be  offered  in  the  spring  of  1978. 

Joint  efforts  by  the  Highway  Department  and  the  Water 
Pollution  Control  Facility  salvaged  the  treatment  plant  number 
four  (4)  truck.  The  truck  cab  was  completely  rusted  out  and  in 
dire  need  of  replacing  either  the  cab  or  the  whole  truck.  Prices  were 
received  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  made  the  decision  to 
replace  the  cab.  The  rusted  out  cab  was  removed  and  the  used 
cab  was  installed  by  both  departments,  making  the  truck  useful 
for  a few  more  years. 

The  two  (2)  departments  also  worked  jointly  in  cleaning 
and  removing  approximately  seven  (7)  truck  loads  of  grit  and 
sand  from  the  aeration  tanks  number  1,  2 and  3. 
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New  dust  collectors  were  installed  on  the  lime  tanks  by  the 
employees  to  eliminate  lime  dust  which  causes  damage  to  electric 
motors.  The  employees  also  installed  an  enclosure  over  the  knife 
gate  area  to  eliminate  weather  elements  from  damaging  the  knife 
gate  and  its  controls. 

The  Water  Pollution  Control  Facility  handled  a total  flow 
of  672.5  million  gallons  with  an  average  Biochemical  Oxygen 
Demand  (B.O.D.)  of  111  mg/1  and  a Suspended  Solids  (S.S. ) of 
119.9  mg/1.  The  effluent  concentration  of  B.O.D.  was  8.6  mg/1 
and  S.S.  concentration  was  16  mg/1.  The  facility  average  removal 
of  B.O.D.  was  88%  and  removal  of  S.S.  was  90%. 

The  sludge  generation  increased  by  45.12  tons.  The  plant 
processed  a total  of  332.42  tons  of  sludge.  The  total  septic  waste 
received  by  the  Treatment  Plant  was  1,720,030  gallons  for  the 
year  1977. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  for  an 
extremely  well  done  job  to  all  the  employees  of  the  Water  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facility  for  the  year  1977.

PARK  DIVISION 

In  the  year  1977,  the  Park  Division,  under  the  supervision 
of  Mr.  Frank  Barcellos  made  many  repairs  due  to  extensive  and 
repeated  vandalism. 

Most  of  the  major  damage  occurred  at  West  Island,  the  Town 
Beach.  The  roof  on  the  bath  houses  had  to  be  reshingled  and 
most  of  the  plumbing  replaced.  The  tower  door  had  to  be  repaired 
many  times  due  to  vandals  breaking  in. 

Normal  repairs  and  maintenance  was  continued  at  the  Town 
parks,  beaches,  recreation  areas  and  memorials.  There  are  the 
field  houses,  band  shelter  and  concession  house  to  be  maintained 
at  the  parks.  There  are  the  tennis  courts  at  Livesey  Park,  the  basket- 
ball courts,  softball,  baseball  and  football  fields  to  be  maintained  as 
well.  The  recreation  areas  have  the  equipment  and  apparatus 
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to  be  maintained  properly  for  the  safety  of  all  the  children.  The 
lawns,  shrubbery  and  boat  ramps  have  to  be  maintained  properly 
for  the  safety  of  the  Town’s  people. 

The  Park  Department  also  extends  their  services  for  the  re- 
moval of  snow  to  the  School  Department  and  the  Town  Hall.  They 
also  pick  up  all  the  litter  baskets  and  rubbish  at  all  of  the  Town 
facilities. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the 
employees  in  the  Park  Division  for  the  exceptional  job  they  have 
done  in  the  year  1977  to  make  this  Town  beautiful.

SANITATION  DIVISION 

As  in  the  past  I must  again  praise  the  work  of  this  Division. 
These  men,  no  matter  what  type  of  weather  carry  on  their  duties, 
be  it  rain,  snow  or  sunshine.  Thank  you  men. 

This  past  year  again  the  refuse  quantity  has  increased,  and 
will  continue  to  increase.  Our  landfill  site  has  done  very  well, 
the  covering  of  refuse  has  been  performed,  and  will  continue  to 
be  performed  as  desired  by  the  Board  of  Health  to  meet  the  stan- 
dards set  by  the  Environmental  Engineering  Division  at  Lakeville. 
It  is  hoped  that  monies  can  be  appropriated  to  start  phase  two 
of  the  proposed  addition  to  our  present  landfill  site  to  meet  the 
standards  required. 

At  the  present  time  the  Regional  Solid  Waste  Committee  is 
in  limbo.  As  you  all  know  the  New  Bedford  City  Council  decided 
to  change  the  method  of  assessment  to  the  member  townships 
from  the  agreed  formula  on  population,  or  possible  amount  of 

refuse  generated  and  a tonnage  rate  be  established.  As  of  this 
date  no  action  has  been  taken  by  the  New  Bedford  City  Council 
on  this  matter. 

Our  equipment  has  been  kept  very  busy  performing  its  duties. 
We  have  three  trucks  that  are  ten  years  old,  and  have  traveled 
the  equivalent  of  150,000  miles  and  should  be  considered  for  re- 
placement soon.  I am  asking  for  one  new  rubbish  truck  this  year  to 
replace  the  1967  #9  International  which  was  bought  second  hand 
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in  1973.  This  vehicle  has  given  us  good  service.  Our  two  1967 
Fords  are  in  the  process  of  having  their  engines  rebuilt  by  our 
own  mechanics.  The  engine  for  replacement  in  #3  should  be  ready 
in  a very  short  time.  These  jobs  are  done  in  between  all  other 
repairs  to  Town  vehicles.  As  you  know  the  Highway  Dept,  is 
maintaining  Police,  Water,  Sewer,  and  Park  Dept,  vehicles  as  well 
as  the  Dog  Officer  and  Shellfish  Warden’s  trucks.  When  possible 
we  help  the  School  Dept,  and  Fire  Dept,  with  minor  problems. 
We  also  inspect  and  issue  stickers  for  all  Town  vehicles  twice  a 
year  with  two  qualified  inspection  mechanics.  It  might  also  be 
mentioned  here  that  we  work  on  the  buses  for  the  Council  On 
Aging.

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

First  I would  like  to  thank  the  men  of  this  Department  for 
their  work  for  the  past  year. 

The  work  of  this  Department  has  continued  to  grow,  never 
seeming  to  diminish.  We  of  this  Department  have  concentrated  on 
repair  work  of  existing  storm  drains,  manholes,  catch  basins,  road 
surfaces,  sidewalk  repair,  stump  removal  and  curbing  replacements. 
We  have  repaired  some  broken  sidewalks  throughout  the  Town 
with  regular  maintenance  monies.  Replacements  of  street  signs 
has  become  a full  time  job  costing  this  Department  much  money 
to  replace  each  sign  and  post. 

Road  construction  this  year  consisted  of  Raymond  Street 
completely  reconstructed  from  Sconticut  Neck  Road  to  Sunrise 
Court,  installed  new  drainage,  curbing  and  repaired  the  driveway 
approaches.  Some  lawn  grading  was  started,  but  due  to  the  winter 
setting  in  lawns  will  be  completed  in  the  spring. 

Green  Street  storm  drain  project  has  been  started  and  seven 
hundred  feet  has  been  installed.  This  drain  will  alleviate  the 
Elm  Avenue  drain  problem  which  has  existed  for  several  years 
by  accepting  50  percent  of  the  water  which  has  been  going  down  to 
Elm  Avenue  drain.  New  manholes  will  be  installed  on  the 
corners  of  Green  and  Elm  Avenue,  Green  and  Massasoit  Avenue, 
and  Linden  Avenue,  and  Larch  Avenue. 
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Installed  new  18”  drainage  pipe  on  Weeden  Road  100  lineal 
feet  installed  after  removal  of  old  six  inch  pipe,  and  old  box 
culvert  that  had  collapsed. 

Middle  Street  box  culvert  has  been  rebuilt.  We  removed  the 
old  surface  and  replaced  it  with  reinforced  concrete,  and  repaired 
the  sidewalk  area  also.  The  abutment  walls  were  pointed  up  and 
all  crevices  were  filled  in  with  concrete  which  was  blown  in 
by  air  pressure,  called  the  Gunite  System.  The  complete  abutment 
walls  were  also  faced  with  concrete.  Remaining  work  to  be  done  — 
the  impellers  must  be  replaced  and  the  platforms  in  the  well 
system  must  be  rebuilt. 

The  propane  driven  Ford  engines  must  be  checked  out  and 
overhauled  as  required. 

Under  the  Road  Sealing  program  we  have  this  past  year 
sealed  these  streets:  Buist,  Stone,  Moravia,  Austria,  Baxter,  Smith, 
East  Bernise,  Reservation  Road,  and  Grape  Street.  We  did  pave 
with  cold  mix  that  was  mixed  in  our  Town  yard,  and  paved 
Nichols  Street  and  Delano  Street. 

Under  anti-recession  funds  we  have  repaired  Harding  Road 
from  Main  Street  westerly  to  Sycamore  Street  and  Jesse  Street 
from  Main  Street  easterly  to  Alden  Road.  Roads  were  patched 
where  needed  and  then  a one  inch  overlay  was  placed  over  the 
entire  road. 

To  relieve  a flooding  condition  that  existed  between  Jarvis 
Avenue  and  North  Street  a manhole  was  installed  on  property  ease- 
ment to  facilitate  the  cleaning  of  the  pipe,  and  to  remove  the  roots 
of  the  old  weeping  willow  trees  that  had  grown  into  the  existing 
pipes.  These  projects  were  paid  for  under  our  regular  maintenance 
funds:  repaired  pot  holes,  sealed  cracks  in  the  road  surfaces,  cleaned 
out  and  rebuilt  catch  basins,  removed  tree  stumps,  repaired  side- 
walks where  tree  roots  have  lifted  the  concrete  slabs. 

Storm  drains  are  our  big  problems.  We  are  constantly  cleaning 
them,  and  in  many  cases  the  roots  of  the  weeping  willow  trees 
have  blocked  up  the  inside  of  the  pipe  with  its  roots.  This  requires 
the  opening  up  of  the  road  surface  and  removal  of  pipe.  Re- 
placement of  pipes  is  very  costly.  Other  items  found  in  these  pipes 
are;  cans,  bottles,  newsprint,  plastic  sheets,  plastic  toys,  etc. 

This  past  October  we  received  our  new  front  end  loader, 
and  put  it  right  to  work.  A few  days  later  we  received  our  new 
road  sander. 

Our  mechanics  have  been  doing  a wonderful  job  keeping  our 
equipment  operating.  As  you  know  some  of  our  equipment  has 
been  here  for  a few  years  and  needs  to  be  replaced.  This  Depart- 
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ment  is  maintaining  all  the  equipment  and  vehicles  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  with  three  mechanics,  and  also  including  the 
repairs  for  the  Police,  Dog  Van,  Shellfish  Warden’s  Pickup,  minor 
repairs  to  the  School  Department  and  the  Fire  Department  vehicles. 
They  also  inspect  all  Town  vehicles  twice  a year  and  issue  safety 
stickers  to  all  vehicles  owned  by  our  Town.

BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


In  addition  to  our  regular  scheduled  meetings,  the  Board  of 
Health  had  to  call  a number  of  special  meetings  due  to  health 
related  emergencies. 

The  fall  dinner  meeting  of  the  Southeastern  Boards  of  Health 
Association  was  held  at  the  Harbor  Beach  Club  in  Mattapoisett 
on  October  12,  1977,  and  was  hosted  by  the  Fairhaven  Board  of 
Health.  We  had  a very  good  attendance,  and  a most  interesting 
and  informative  speaker,  Honorable  Augustus  Wagner,  Jr.,  Judge 
of  Probate  Court  and  Town  Counsel  of  Bourne.  Judge  Wagner 
spoke  on  Public  Health  Litigation  and  the  new  Open  Meeting  Law. 

An  application  was  submitted  to  the  Division  of  Preventive 
Medicine,  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health,  relative 
to  a Hypertension  Study  Project.  Approval  for  funding  was  granted 
in  August,  and  the  program  was  activated  in  October  with  Dr. 
Fitzpatrick  as  the  Project  Director.

The  Sanitarian’s  report  is  as  follows: 

Two  State  Health  Regulations  were  revised  and  became  ef- 
fective during  this  past  year.  They  were  the  regulations  concerned 
with  sewers  in  unsewered  areas  and  minimum  standards  of  fitness 
for  human  habitation.  The  latter  of  these  regulations  has  placed 
a considerable  increase  in  the  work  load  of  inspectors  throughout 
the  State.  I welcome  this  regulation  and  find  it  very  assisting  in 
performing  inspections  concerning  housing  violations. 

The  problem  of  lead  poisoning  among  children  under  age 
6,  has  been  a reoccurring  one  this  past  year.  The  homes  involved 
have  been  deleaded  in  accordance  with  existing  regulations,  but 
the  blood  lead  levels  in  some  of  the  children  have  not  reflected 
these  corrective  measures.  Other  environmental  factors  that  may 
contribute  to  lead  poisoning  are  scheduled  to  be  studied  in  an 
area  wide  project. 

Water  samples  at  beaches  used  for  swimming  were  tested  for 
bacteria  on  a bi-monthly  basis  during  the  summer  months.  It  was 
found  that  the  water  quality  was  within  the  allowable  tolerances 
for  bathing  beaches. 

One  house  was  deemed  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation 
this  year.  As  of  the  end  of  the  year,  its  status  remained  unchanged. 

Several  seminars  and  hearings  were  attended  during  the  year. 
The  topics  discussed  dealt  with  leachate  from  landfills,  solar  energy, 
shellfish  and  bottom  feeding  finfish  from  the  outer  New  Bedford 
harbor  and  the  new  State  Health  Regulations. 

One  party  was  summoned  to  court  due  to  an  overflowing 
septic  system.  The  matter  was  taken  care  of  following  a hearing 
with  a clerk  of  courts. 

Sanitary  inspections  were  conducted  at  all  establishments  open 
to  the  public  where  food  and/or  drink  is  sold  or  served.  Most 
establishments  conformed  to  the  regulations.  There  are  two  es- 
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tablishments  that  have  not  conformed  to  the  regulations  govern- 
ing toilet  facilities  for  Food  Service  Establishments.  We  are  cur- 
rently awaiting  a legal  opinion  on  the  subject.

COMMUNITY  NURSING  SERVICES 


The  Community  Nurse  Association  of  Fairhaven  continues 
through  a contract  to  provide  public  health  nursing  and  visiting 
nurse  services  to  the  Town  of  Fairhaven. 

A recently  instituted  weekly  “drop-in”  service  has  been  well 
attended.  Assessments  and  evaluation  of  needs,  preventive  teaching, 
Mantoux  testing,  and  other  appropriate  health  procedures  are 
offered. 

Under  the  Tuberculosis  Control  Program  patients  are  visited 
and  informed  about  x-ray  findings,  skin  tests  and  the  importance 
of  medications  when  prescribed. 

Maternal  and  newborn  care,  nutrition,  physical,  and  psycho- 
logical well-being,  and  socio-economics  are  appraised  during  ante- 
partum, postpartum,  and  neonatal  visits.  Unmet  needs  are  referred 
to  a suitable  source  for  follow-up  when  indicated. 

Child  Flealth  Guidance  has  been  provided  to  the  well  child 
through  his  pre-school  years,  and  to  a few  youngsters  with  special 
needs  as  long  as  the  service  is  helpful.  We  stress  disease  prevention 
and  immunization  clinics  are  offered.  In  cooperation  with  the 
Childhood  Lead  Poisoning  Preventative  Division  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Department  of  Public  Health  we  have  organized  a Lead 
Paint  Poison  Testing  Program. 
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In  compliance  with  federal,  state,  and  local  regulations,  in- 
vestigation and  follow-up  of  communicable  diseases  other  than 
tuberculosis  have  been  made. 

The  Health  Counselling  Sessions  for  the  Elderly  are  very 
popular.  Two  clinics  are  held  each  month;  one  at  McGann  Terrace 
and  one  at  Oxford  Terrace. 

The  agency  has  been  recertified  under  Medicare  as  a Home 
Health  Agency.  This  entitles  the  residents  of  Fairhaven  to  home 
health  insurance  benefits  under  the  Federal  Medicare  Program. 

Our  contractural  services  now  include  the  part-time  services 
of  Mrs.  Louise  Haznar,  Nutritionist,  and  through  St.  Luke’s  Hos- 
pital; Home  Health  Aides;  a Medical  Social  Worker;  and  Reha- 
bilitative Services.  (Physio-therapy  and  Speech  therapy) . 

We  have  continued  participation  in  the  Stroke  Program  at 
St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  and  all  town  residents  on  the  program  are 
followed  up  and  monitored  after  returning  home. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  sincerely  thank  all  who  have

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Fairhaven  Conservation  Commission  has  held  10  public 
hearings  during  1977  on  Notice  of  Intent  applications  and  issued 
the  corresponding  regulatory  orders.  The  Commission  has  also 
been  extremely  busy  with  on  site  inspections  relative  to  Wetland 
Applicability  forms  and  has  made  15  determinations. 

An  application  for  C.E.T.A.  funding  for  work  on  conservation 
land  off  New  Boston  Road  was  made  out  in  great  detail  for  the 
Commission  by  Town  Planner,  Nicholas  Tangney.  The  application 
was  based  on  a study  made  by  the  U.S.  Soil  Conservation  Service 
for  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  which  laid  out  appropriate  uses  for 
which  the  land  could  be  used.  The  application  included  refores- 
tation work,  clearance  of  the  Old  Stagecoach  Rd.  to  Acushnet, 
construction  of  parking  facilities,  an  area  for  boy  scout  camping 
and  fire  prevention  ponding  areas.  Six  crews  of  workers  were  to 
be  hired  with  one  foreman  in  each  group,  a supervisor  and  a sec- 
retary, 38  employees  in  all.  The  application  was  accepted  and 
approved  by  the  Consortium  and  a $246,000  grant  approved. 

Some  residents  in  the  New  Boston  Rd.  area  had  reservations 
concerning  the  proposed  work,  and  voiced  their  objections  to 
Selectmen.  Because  of  this  opposition,  Selectmen  refused  to  sign  the 
contract  and  the  entire  proposition  was  lost. 

This  action  negated  an  excellent  project  which  would  have 
had  much  recreational  value  and  placed  additional  persons  in  the 
employed  ranks.  As  long  as  this  line  of  thinking  prevails  chances 
of  a successful  program  are  extremely  dim.

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TREE  DEPARTMENT 


Keeping  Fairhaven  beautiful  has  always  been  an  important 
part  of  the  Tree  Department’s  program,  and  1977  was  no  exception. 
Seventy  (70)  new  trees  were  planted  to  enhance  our  fair  town’s 
natural  landscape,  while  older  trees  were  spruced  up  through 
spraying,  pruning,  straightening  and  general  maintenance.  All 
trees  were  regularly  sprayed  to  keep  them  healthy  and  free  of 
damaging  insects  and  pests  for  future  years  of  enjoyment.  Poison 
ivy,  too,  was  kept  under  control. 

Roadways  are  not  the  only  place  tree  workers  used  their 
talents.  The  Tree  Department  spent  many  hours  using  its  skills 
and  knowledge  manicuring  town  parks  and  school  department 
foliage. 

The  Tree  Department  is  by  no  means  the  most  obvious  in 
town,  and  yet  its  efforts  are  probably  enjoyed  by  more  citizens 
than  any  other  when  each  spring  the  first  bud  unfolds.

SHELLFISH  DEPARTMENT 

The  Department’s  first  year  in  the  management  program  of 
soft-shell  clam  proved  to  be  very  successful.  In  opening  three  areas 
to  the  taking  of  this  species  in  1977  had  a yield  of  64  bushels. 
Three  more  areas  are  scheduled  to  open  in  1978. 

Adult  bay  scallops  were  scarce  this  year  but  observation 
showed  a reasonable  amount  of  seed  scallops  were  surviving  in 
Town  waters.  The  Department’s  propagation  program  for  the  bay 
scallop  consisted  of  transplanting  37  bushels  of  seed  scallop  to 
areas  namely  Jack’s  Cove,  Round  Cove  and  North  Cove. 

The  Department  also  planted  379  bushels  of  hard-shell  clam 
(quahog)  in  areas  namely  Lower  Little  Bay  and  Jack’s  Cove.  The 
rotation-system  of  hard-shell  clam  is  to  begin  in  April  of  1978.

CIVIL  DEFENSE 

With  another  year  past,  your  Civil  Defense  Agency  can  be 
proud  of  its  service  to  the  town.  Our  compliment  of  22  volunteers, 
12  of  whom  are  E.M.T.  trained,  can  well  boast  of  the  over  4,000 
hours  of  volunteer  time  they  put  in.  There  were  273  ambulance 
calls  logged  in  with  several  to  Boston  and  Providence  hospitals. 
Our  ambulance  is  fully  State  certified  as  a Class  I ambulance,  well 
equipped  for  any  emergency.  Two  qualified  men  stand-by  on  duty 
every  night  from  6-11  P.M.  in  the  event  an  ambulance  is  needed. 

As  another  part  of  our  community  service,  we  have  aided  dis- 
tressed motorists  during  our  severe  winter  snow  storms,  pumped 
out  numerous  flooded  cellars,  and  in  general  were  available  for 
any  emergencies. 
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Our  Light  and  Power  Unit  provided  floodlights  at  Cushman 
Park  for  the  summer  band  concerts,  as  well  as  floodlighting  other 
functions  in  town. 

Next  year  will  see  a more  streamlined  operation  as  we  have 
acquired  the  School  Department’s  Travel-Lab.  This  will  be  our 
Emergency  Operating  Center  for  use  in  all  emergencies  of  any 
duration.  We  will  have  radio  tie-ins  with  the  town’s  Emergency 
Radio  Network  as  well  as  other  frequencies. 

Being  a multi-purpose  unit,  it  will  also  be  available  as  a mobile 
First  Aid  Station,  a headquarters  for  Search  and  Rescue  operations, 
and  many  other  uses. 

Between  our  Ambulance,  our  Rescue/Light/Power  Unit  and 
our  Emergency  Operating  Center,  we  feel  we  can  cope  with  any 
emergency  or  disaster  that  might  come  along.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Fire  Department  responded  to  543  total  runs  in  1977. 
This  is  a slight  increase  over  last  year  which  totaled  534.  The 
highest  year  on  record  was  1973  which  saw  a total  of  563  runs 
for  that  year.  The  Department  has  had  over  500  runs  per  year 
every  year  since  1971. 

65  False  Alarms  were  recorded.  This  figure  has  remained  about 
the  same  for  the  last  three  years  or  so.  As  usual  the  false  alarms 
seem  to  come  in  bunches.  There  are  periods  which  remain  real 
quiet,  then  suddenly  something  triggers  a rash  of  false  alarms. 
We  have  responded  to  as  many  as  7 false  alarms  within  a 2 or  3 
hour  period. 

79  automobile  incidents,  including  accident  wash-downs,  oc- 
curred in  1977.  This  is  a significant  drop  from  the  92  recorded 
last  year. 

The  acquisition  of  the  Hurst  Rescue  Tool  (JAWS  OF  LIFE) 
in  1977,  was  by  far,  one  of  the  most  important  additions  to  the 
Fire  Department’s  arsenal  of  equipment.  This  sophisticated  ex- 
traction tool  has  proven  itself  in  so  many  ways  all  over  the  country 
since  it  first  was  introduced.  The  ease  and  speed  of  disentangling 
victims  of  automobile  accidents  practically  renders  all  other  meth- 
ods obsolete.  Fairhaven  is  among  the  first  of  area  Towns  to  pur- 
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chase  this  tool.  Even  the  City  of  New  Bedford,  at  this  writing, 
does  not  have  one.  It  is  a credit  to  Town  Meeting  members  who 
realized  its  worth  and  voted  the  appropriation.  This  equipment 
responds  to  all  serious  accidents  in  conjunction  with  the  Police 
Department  Ambulance  Service. 

The  ever-growing  popularity  of  wood-burning  equipment 
prompts  this  Department  to  again  mention  the  importance  of 
properly  installed  wood-burners.  So  many  people  are  still  installing 
these  units  without  permits.  The  Massachusetts  Building  Code  and 
the  State  Fire  Marshall’s  office  calls  for  approval  numbers  on  the 
unit  itself  and  requires  inspections  by  the  Building  Inspector,  for 
proper  clearances  and  installation.  The  importance  of  good 
chimney  maintenance  cannot  be  impressed  enough.  An  increase  in 
Fire  Department  response  to  chimney  fires  in  an  indication  of 
things  to  come. 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  would  like  to  take  this  oppor- 
tunity to  thank  all  Fire  Department  members  for  their  dedication 
in  the  past  year.  We  would  also  like  to  thank  all  other  Town 
Departments  for  their  cooperation.

FIRE  ALARM 

The  continuation  of  the  wire  replacement  program  has  seen 
another  6-7  miles  added  to  the  system.  This  takes  care  of  approxi- 
mately 3/4  of  the  required  change  which  was  undertaken  four 
years  ago.  The  original  estimate  of  the  5 yr.  program  is  right  on 
schedule  and  should  see  the  end  in  the  next  fiscal  year.  This 
project  has  already  shown  to  great  advantage  in  that  very  little 
breakdowns  of  the  system  due  to  storms  has  occurred  in  com- 
parison with  past  years.  The  strength  and  efficiency  of  this  new 
type  wire  is  a vast  improvement  over  old  wires  that  were  originally 
installed. 
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Besides  the  regular  Fire  Alarm  work  the  Department  continues 
to  maintain  the  Water  Department  lines  to  the  water  storage  tanks 
and  has  run  the  necessary  wire  tying  in  all  Departments  in  Town 
on  the  Local  Government  Band.  This  communications  system 
will  eventually  include  all  Major  Depts.  and  will  be  a vital  asset 
in  times  of  emergencies.

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Society  today  asks  a great  deal  of  our  law  enforcement  officers. 
We  are  expected  to  enforce  the  law  and  more. 

Today  the  Police  Officer  has  to  be  a Social  Worker,  Legal 
Advisor,  Minister  and  sometimes  Doctor. 

The  challenge  has  been  taken  up  by  your  Police  Department 
in  an  endeavor  to  compensate  you  with  the  services  you  ask  of 
them.  During  1977  these  Police  Officers  have  worked  hard  to 
bring  about  compliance  of  the  laws  and  to  also  render  other  services 
that  you  required. 

Law  enforcement: 

Total  of  8,861  complaints  were  received  and  investigated. 
Motor  vehicle  citations  were  issued  to  1,518  violators 
for  court  action  — another  650  were  given  verbal  warn- 
ings. The  sum  of  approximately  $2,500.00  was  paid  to 
the  Town  Treasury  as  a result  of  2,367  parking  tickets 
that  were  issued. 

Your  Police  Department  arrested  a total  of  299  persons 
for  various  crimes.  Eighty-six  were  arrested  by  the  De- 
tective Division  and  213  by  the  Patrol  Units.  The  De- 
tective Division  was  assigned  to  255  cases  and  resolved 
129  by  arrest  or  through  restitution  being  made  in  cases 
of  larceny  by  check. 

Safety  programs  presented  by  Officer  Edward  Silva  were  as  follows: 
Film  “Officer  Bill”  to  make  the  child  aware  of  his  own  safety. 

Bus  Evacuation  — Mandatory  by  State  Law: 

Students  actually  participated  in  bus  evacuation  pro- 
cedures. 

Bicycle  Safety  — Film  strips  and  lectures  were  presented  to  all 
students  from  kindergarten  to  sixth  grade,  also  a bicycle 
rodeo  was  held  at  the  National  Bank  of  Fairhaven  park- 
ing lot. 
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As  a result  of  the  crackdown  on  traffic  violators  and  safety 
programs  we  had  no  fatalities  in  the  year  1977.  A total  of  523 
accidents  were  recorded.  This  showed  a slight  increase  over  1976, 
but  the  total  of  accidents  involving  injuries  were  decreased. 

First  Aid  and  CPR  (cardio-pulmonary  resusitation ) was  given 
by  Officer  Daniel  Rezendes  to  the  students  at  the  Junior  High 
School  and  nine  (9)  organizations  in  Town  that  asked  us  to 
present  the  course.  The  two  manikins  and  the  film  “A  Breath 
of  Life,”  were  used  in  the  course.  The  film  was  donated  by  Rep- 
resentative William  “Biffy”  MacLean,  and  the  manikins  were 
donated  by  the  Fairhaven  Lion’s  Club  and  Rotary  Club. 

Ambulance  Service: 

The  new  Modular  I Ambulance  was  purchased  August  4,  1977. 
This  Ambulance  was  put  on  display  in  front  of  the  Town  Hall, 
at  the  National  Bank  of  Fairhaven  Parking  Lot  and  the  Fairhaven 
Savings  Bank  parking  lot  prior  to  being  put  into  service  on  Sep- 
tember 12,  1977. 

A total  of  418  runs  were  made  during  the  past  year.  Two 
hundred  thirty-two  were  emergencies,  56  were  transfers  and  130 
were  of  miscellaneous  type  which  were  transported  by  cruiser  car. 

New  Equipment: 

In  May,  1977,  a new  Plymouth  Fury  was  awarded  to  the  Town 
by  the  Governor’s  Highway  Safety  Bureau  at  no  cost  to  the  Town. 
It  was  put  immediately  into  service.  Two  men  were  assigned  to 
man  it,  one  on  the  day  shift  and  one  on  the  second  shift.  Their 
assignment  was  to  crack  down  on  motor  vehicle  law  violators 
and  it  proved  successful. 

“A  Reason  for  Tears” 

This  book  was  delivered  to  3,000  homes  in  Town  and  to  the 
school  libraries.  It  was  an  educational  book  about  narcotics.  I had 
this  book  printed  for  the  purpose  of  enlightening  our  adults  and 
parents  about  the  articles  and  methods  used  by  people  who  were 
on  the  “kick.” 

Many  people  called  and  wanted  extra  copies  to  give  to  their 
relatives  who  lived  out  of  town.  It  was  well  received  by  our  resi- 
dents. 

Finally,  I wish  to  thank  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
School  Department,  Board  of  Public  Works,  Finance  Committee, 
Town  Meeting  Members  and  the  townspeople  for  the  help  and 

assistance  granted  and  given  to  this  Department  during  the  past 
year.

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PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Fairhaven  Planning  Board  again  had  the  election  of  a 
new  member,  Malcolm  Shurtleff,  replacing  Victor  Oliveira.  After 
serving  the  Board  for  many  years,  Mr.  Oliveira  decided  not  to 
continue.  The  Town  is  fortunate  in  that  turnover  of  the  Board’s 
membership  has  been  low,  most  have  been  serving  continuously 
for  many  terms.  This  factor  and  the  areas  of  expertise  represented 
by  its  members  have  a bearing  on  its  continuity  of  effort. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  spent  considerable  time  on  the 
intricacy  of  Chapter  808,  revising  Chapter  40A;  Massachusetts 
Zoning  By-Laws.  Mandatory  provisions  go  into  effect  July  1,  1978 
and  the  Board  has  the  task  of  revising  its  local  by-laws,  to  conform. 
The  Board  has  drawn  upon  the  resources  available  from  SRPEDD 
for  advice  in  accomplishing  this  purpose. 

After  careful  consideration  the  Board  has  decided  to  proceed 
cautiously  and  to  submit  only  warrant  articles  necessary  for  man- 
dated requirements. 

During  1977,  subdivision  activity  was  again  at  a low  point. 
Zoning  problems  still  are  a cause  of  concern,  but  it  is  hoped  that 
the  long  pressed  for  full  time  building  inspector  effective  July 
1,  1977  will  alleviate  these  in  the  future. 

Building  activity  increased  considerably,  especially  in  the  com- 
mercial area  with  the  addition  of  K-Mart,  Worley  Bedding  and  Car 
World  buildings.  These  enhance  the  growth  potential  for  Fairhaven 
in  a positive  manner.  This  pattern  is  expected  to  continue  along 
the  Alden  Road  area. 

The  Board  continues  to  be  concerned  by  the  lack  of  recreational 
facilities  in  East  Fairhaven  and  intends  to  support  progress  in  this 
area.

Your  Town  Planner  feels  that  1977  was  one  of  Fairhaven’s 
better  years  and  that  the  growth  experienced  will  be  paying  divi- 
dends to  the  Town  on  a continuing  basis.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
operation  of  converting  these  new  entities  into  benefits  will  be 
implemented  by  those  departments  responsible  for  this  function. 

During  the  last  six  years  the  Town’s  unprecedented  Commer- 
cial and  Industrial  growth  has  not  been  reflected  to  the  maximum 
in  tax  benefits  to  the  residents  of  Fairhaven.  This  condition  should 
be  corrected. 


Private  interests  have  been  encouraged  to  participate  in  a 
tremendous  build  up  of  business  and  industrial  potential  in  Fair- 
haven,  resulting  in  greatly  increased  property  values.

These  projects  provide  an  impetus  to  employment  and  tax 
ratables  for  the  Town. 

It  is  estimated  that  in  excess  of  1,000  jobs  have  resulted. 
18,000,000  of  state,  local,  and  federal  monies  have  been  invested 
along  with  a resultant  increase  of  $25,000,000  of  private  investment 
and  upgrading  of  land  values. 

Completion  of  K-Mart,  Worley’s  Bedding,  Car  World  and 
other  developments  continued  the  renewed  activity  started  in  1976. 
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Waterfront  activity,  with  a corresponding  clean  up  and  upgrading 
for  more  efficient  use  of  the  area  has  resulted.  The  increase  in 
the  fishing  fleet,  sport  boating  and  preparation  for  servicing  vessels 
for  possible  oil  related  operations  is  continuing.  Prospective  de- 
velopment on  the  waterfront  shows  great  promise,  without  encroach- 
ment on  adjoining  residential  areas. 

Center  business  districts  continue  in  a healthy  condition.  Much 
upgrading  of  substandard  buildings  has  taken  place  and  resulted 
in  increased  evaluation  of  the  areas.  These  provide  important  an- 
chors for  the  preservation  of  the  character  and  the  historical  build- 
ings in  those  districts. 

Strip  development  along  Route  6 is  a cause  of  concern,  where 
some  operations  are  neglectful  of  proper  housekeeping  and  beauti- 
fication efforts.  Our  growing  banking  community  and  similar  or- 
iented businesses  are  to  be  lauded  for  their  splendid  efforts  for  this 
purpose.  Enforcement  of  regulations  should  be  enacted  to  assure 
protection  of  property  values. 

The  year  1978  will  show  continuing  activity  in  the  Alden 
Road  area.  The  rezoning  to  business  of  a 28  acre  site  bordering 
the  west  side  of  Alden  Road,  extending  from  Route  6 to  Bridge 
Street,  will  open  this  location  for  a possible  mall  type  operation. 
Several  tentative  proposals  for  the  business  development  of  this  and 
adjacent  properties  are  under  consideration. 

Lack  of  adequate  sewerage  extension,  now  in  progress,  will 
provide  options  for  the  Town  and  developers  to  address  this  prob- 
lem. 


Single  family  residential  building  continued  its  slow  pace,  17 
permits  being  issued  during  the  year.  Of  continuing  concern  is  the 
conversion,  both  authorized  and  unauthorized,  to  two  family  and 
multi-family  type  apartments;  which  statistically  lead  to  the  deter- 
ioration of  neighborhoods  and  slum  type  operations.  Conditions 
of  this  type  could  be  fatal  to  older  historical  areas,  resulting  in 
the  eventual  recycling  now  prevalent  in  our  cities.  Agency  respon- 
sibility should  be  exercised  when  making  decisions  controlling  this 
condition. 

By  being  aware  of  those  items  detrimental  to  the  communities 
orderly  progress,  we  can  be  alerted  to  take  precautions  necessary 
for  their  control.  The  ability  to  control  conditions  and  events  is 
an  important  function  of  government  agencies. 

The  completion  of  the  Phase  II  sewerage  extension  will  result 
in  some  residential  building  on  lots  unsuitable  for  the  purpose 
under  current  conditions.  It  will  also  provide  a much  healthier 
environment  for  the  residents  of  those  areas  being  served  and 
allow  a greater  use  of  those  properties. 
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1978  should  be  a good  year  for  Fairhaven  and  this  condition 
should  continue  into  the  next  decade.  The  cooperation  of  all  Town 
agencies  can  make  this  become  an  accomplished  fact.

The  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  is  a public  service  agency 
operated  for  the  protection  of  the  consumer  as  well  as  the  merchant, 
enforcing  state  lawrs  and  regulations. 

In  addition  to  testing,  adjusting,  sealing  or  condemning,  weigh- 
ing and  measuring  devices,  frequent  inspections  and  tests  are  made 
periodically  for  inaccuracies  of  pre-packaged  commodities  sold  at 
retail  outlets. 

Constant  surveillance  is  required  to  perform  all  the  duties  of 
this  department.  The  U.S.  Bureau  of  Standards  in  preparation  for 
the  eventual  conversion  of  the  present  measuring  system  to  the  new 
Metric  system  (target  date  1980-81)  conducted  the  first  of  several 
Metric  seminars  in  Boston  for  all  Mass,  sealers.  I attended  the  first 
and  plan  to  attend  others  in  the  future. 

This  year  has  shown  a significant  increase  in  both  activities 
and  revenue.  The  new  fees  for  1978  authorized  by  the  state  indicate 
a substantial  increase  in  revenue  for  this  department.

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COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


The  Council  on  Aging  continued  to  render  a wide  range  of 
services  to  our  3537  Senior  Citizens  throughout  1977.  With  the 
help  of  four  Senior  Aides  — Ombudsmen,  who  are  working  for  us 
and  are  funded  through  the  Department  of  Labor,  the  Council 
on  Aging’s  many  outreach  programs  were  carried  out  and  referral 
services  provided.  Among  functions  they  performed  were: 

— provided  transportation  for  the  elderly  to  doctors  offices,  hos- 
pitals and  nursing  homes. 

— assisted  in  securing  homemakers  and  housekeepers  to  enable 
people  to  remain  in  their  own  homes,  rather  than  to  have  to 
submit  to  institutionalized  care. 

— offered  advice  and  helped  individuals  secure  SSI,  employment, 
better  housing,  legal  aid,  food  stamps,  medical  assistance. 

— helped  in  filling  out  forms  for  tax  rebates,  medical  insurance 
forms,  etc. 

— delivered  Meals-On-Wheels  to  shut-ins  and  to  those  recently  re- 
cuperating from  an  illness  or  hospitalization  - not  only  providing 
them  with  a nutritious  meal,  but  also  a valuable  daily  contact. 

— organized  ball  game  trips  to  Fenway  Park  and  instituted  a weekly 
exercise  class. 

— performed  minor  repairs  in  homes,  free  of  charge  except  for 
materials,  to  those  unable  to  afford  private  labor. 

Because  of  the  many  services  provided  by  our  Senior  Buses 
and  the  constant  use  of  them,  the  Council  feels  we  need  new  buses. 
We  have  applied  for  a grant  to  the  Department  of  Elder  Affairs 
for  two  new  buses. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  daily  programs  each  week  - Dart- 
mouth Mall  on  Wednesday,  Grocery  Shopping  on  Thursday  and 
Friday  mornings  and  Friday  afternoon  rides,  buses  were  made  avail- 
able for  pleasure  trips. 

Among  those  we  sponsored  this  year  were  to  Nantucket  Boat- 
line in  Hyannis,  Cuttyhunk  Boatline  in  New  Bedford,  Martha’s 
Vineyard,  Segregansett  Flower  Show  and  Mystic,  Connecticut. 
Transportation  also  was  offered  to  the  flu  clinics  and  the  school 
lunch  program. 

Special  thanks  go  to  John  Medeiros  of  Medeiros  Bus  Company 
for  his  timely  help  when  our  buses  were  out  of  commission.  The 
Fairhaven  Highway  Department  also  is  to  be  commended  for  their 
maintenance  of  the  vehicles. 
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The  two  hot-lunch  programs  continued  - the  school  lunch 
program  at  the  Oxford  School  and  the  Regional  Elderly  Nutrition 
Program  at  the  Sconticut  Neck  Improvement  Association  Building. 

Nine-hundred  weekly  bulletins  were  distributed  through  the 
town,  advising  Seniors  of  our  programs  and  special  events. 

Two  representatives  and  two  alternates  from  the  Council  on 
Aging  are  on  the  executive  board  of  the  new  home  care  corporation 
that  has  been  formed  - Coastline  Elderly  Services,  Inc. 

In  addition  to  our  anticipation  of  somehow  securing  new  buses, 
we  also  envision  a goal  for  the  future  of  building  a multipurpose 
senior  center.  With  continued  hard  work  and  determination,  we 
are  hoping  to  achieve  this  aim.

SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  PLANNING  AND  ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT  — (SRPEDD) 

During  1977,  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  continued  its  member- 
ship in  the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Develop- 
ment District,  a planning  agency  set  up  by  State  legislation  to  serve 
the  thirty  communities  in  southeastern  Massachusetts. 
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The  District  is  governed  by  a Commission  consisting  of  a chief 
elected  official/member  of  Board  of  Selectmen  or  a designee  and 
a Planning  Board  member  for  each  member  municipality,  and  six 
minority  and  low-income  representatives. 

Fairhaven’s  District  Commission  members  are  Kenneth  R. 
Vining  and  Raymond  Fleurent,  who  has  served  as  Chairman  for  the 
past  two  years.  Advisory  Committees  to  the  District  Commission 
have  also  had  representation  from  Fairhaven.  Dr.  Philip  Gidley 
and  Nicholas  Tangney  have  served  on  the  Advisory  Committee 
on  Water  Quality  (ACQUA)  and  Nicholas  Tangney  has  also  served 
on  the  Joint  Transportation  Planning  Group  (JTPG). 

District  staff  under  the  guidance  of  the  Commission  and  var- 
ious committees  prepares  long  and  short  range  plans  for  south- 
eastern Massachusetts  on  such  subjects  as  land  use,  housing,  transit, 
transportation,  economic  development  water  quality  and  solid  waste 
as  required  and  funded  by  the  State  and  Federal  government. 

However,  most  of  the  District’s  time  is  devoted  to  assisting 
cities  and  towns.  Through  the  municipal  assistance  program  each 
municipality  receives  a certain  amount  of  time  at  no  cost  beyond 
the  per  capita  assessment.  Municipal  assistance  projects  have  includ- 
ed the  following:  Master  Plans;  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Plans; 
Subdivision  Regulations;  Landfill  Inspections;  Site  Analyses  for 
Proposed  Development;  Solid  Waste  Plans;  Drainage  Studies;  Urban 
Renewal  Plans;  Home  Rule  Charters;  Zoning  Ordinances;  Trans- 
portation Corridor  Studies;  Traffic  Circulation  Plans;  and  Indus- 
trial Survey  Plans. 

The  District  has  also  served  as  a conduit  for  information  and 
assistance  on  federal  programs  such  as  Community  Development 
Block  Grants  or  Public  Works  Projects,  and  has  enabled  local  of- 
ficials to  participate  in  state  policy  making  in  the  Coastal  Zone 
Management  Program,  the  Offshore  Oil  Development  Program, 
local  growth  policy  and  highway  development. 

During  1977,  the  District  assisted  Fairhaven  with  the  following: 

— Zoning  By-Law  revisions  for  compliance  with  Chapter  808  of 
the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  and  other  revision  recommenda- 
tions 

— Several  site  analyses  of  proposed  development 

— The  review  of  several  plans  to  insure  compliance  with  subdivision 
regulations  and  State  laws. 

— The  review  and  revision  of  portions  of  the  Fairhaven  Master 
Plan 

— Bus  services  improvement  study  for  those  commuting  to  New 
Bedford 
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— Preliminary  plan  for  water  quality  management  presenting  sew- 
age disposal  alternatives  for  Fairhaven. 

The  District,  in  essence,  represents  the  collective  will  of  the 
cities  and  towns  in  southeastern  Massachusetts.  As  the  responsibili- 
ties and  problems  of  municipalities  become  increasingly  complex, 
the  agency  can  provide  the  necessary  technical  assistance,  insure 
cooperation  among  municipalities,  and  provide  for  a comprehen- 
sive approach.

HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 

The  Year  1977  was  a particularly  busy  one  for  the  Historical 
Commission.  Future  goals  and  priorities  were  put  in  order  and 
Historic  Districting  was  chosen  as  the  number  one  priority  of  the 
Commission. 

Phase  One  of  the  Historic  Districting  plan  was  instituted  in 
September  when  Commission  member  Diane  Ashley  conducted  a 
House  Inventory  Workshop  at  the  Millicent  Library.  Approximately 
30  people  took  part  in  the  workshop.  These  same  people  are  cur- 
rently researching  historic  properties  in  the  town.  They  will  submit 
their  findings  to  the  Historical  Commission. 

Once  the  Inventory  is  complete,  the  data  will  be  forwarded 
to  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission  for  review  and  evalua- 
tion. Included  in  this  study  are  the  town-owned  buildings  designed 
by  Charles  Brigham:  the  Town  Hall,  Millicent  Library,  and  the 
High  School.  These,  along  with  the  Academy  Building,  the  Old 
Stone  Schoolhouse  and  the  Unitarian  Memorial  Church  will  be 
placed  in  nomination  for  inclusion  into  the  National  Register  of 
Historic  Places. 

Phase  Two  calls  for  the  formation  of  a historic  District  Study 
Committee.  Clement  Daley  will  co-ordinate  the  makeup  of  the  Com- 
mittee. He  will  serve  in  this  capacity  as  a private  citizen. 

There  were  several  appointments  made  to  the  Commission: 
Walter  Silveira,  Donald  Bernard,  Elizabeth  I.  Hastings,  and  Diane 
Ashley  were  re-appointed  to  3-year  terms.  Sue  Ashley,  Mary  Morris, 
Blanche  Haydon  and  Jeffrey  Dawson  were  appointed  to  associate 
membership  for  1 year.  Helen  Bryant  was  appointed  associate  mem- 
ber and  serves  as  corresponding  secretary  to  the  Commission. 
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A proposal  to  have  a one-year  associate  membership  open  to 
a Fairhaven  High  School  student  is  currently  under  study  by  the 
Commission. 

It  was  voted  at  the  October  meeting  to  meet  every  4th  Thurs- 
day of  the  month  at  4 p.m. 

In  an  effort  to  improve  communications  between  the  Com- 
mission and  The  Fairhaven  Protecting  Society,  Miss  Rita  E.  Steele 
was  appointed  liaison  and  will  report  to  the  Commission  on  the 
Society’s  plans  and  activities.  The  Commission  includes  the  Society 
in  its  future  development  plans. 

Mr.  Milton  Delano  is  working  on  restoration  plans  for  Fort 
Phoenix.  Major  areas  of  repair  will  be  the  rampart  and  cannon 
area.  Some  landscaping  is  also  planned. 

The  Nye  Oil  Co.,  Inc.  - New  Bedford  Thread  Co.,  Inc.  of 
Howland  Road,  Fairhaven,  have  made  a gift  to  the  town  of  the 
Seth  Thomas  Steeple  Clock  that  adorned  their  building  for  over 
50  years.  The  clock  is  currently  in  storage  while  a search  continues 
for  an  appropriate  location. 

Because  of  the  increase  in  gifts  made  to  the  town,  a Special 
Gifts  Committee  was  formed  to  review  all  gifts  made  to  the  town. 

The  house-marking  system  is  currently  being  revised  and  new 
manufacturing  techniques  are  being  studied.  The  plaques  will  re- 
tain their  current  design. 

More  brochures  were  produced  on  behalf  of  the  town.  Once 
again,  the  generosity  of  the  Fairhaven  business  community  was 
displayed:  Hathaway  Machinery  Co.,  Inc.  sponsored  the  FAIR- 
HAVEN brochure;  Mr.  Donut  of  Fairhaven,  Inc.  sponsored  the 
Fort  Phoenix  brochure;  both  firms  were  joined  by  the  Bristol 
County  Development  Council,  Inc.  in  the  sponsorship.  There  is 
no  cost  to  the  town  for  these  brochures. 

The  slide-tape  program  entitled  “Fairhaven”  was  shown  27 
times  in  1977.  This  program  was  designed  and  produced  especially 
for  showing  to  clubs,  organizations,  schools,  historians  and  visiting 
tourists. 

There  were  many  requests  for  information  on  Fairhaven.  The 
Commission  mailed  numerous  brochures  and  booklets  to  persons 
as  far  away  as  Cold  Springs  Harbor,  New  York  and  Miami,  Florida. 
Our  mailing  program  is  on  the  increase  as  requests  for  information 
multiply. 

Several  letters  of  welcome  went  out  to  new  owners  of  some 
of  our  older  historic  homes  in  Fairhaven. 
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As  Fairhaven  moves  toward  increased  population,  accelerated 
growth  in  industry  and  greater  demands  for  government  services, 
there  becomes  a need  for  preserving  the  heritage  of  this  town.  The 
Historic  Commission  is  working  to  develop  avenues  of  growth  and 
expansion  while  preserving  the  character  of  a very  important  sea- 
port town.  We  strive  to  work  in  concert  with  other  town  agencies 
and  commissions  while  bringing  about  an  orderly  change  — one 
that  does  not  let  us  forget  our  great  heritage  and  the  role  our 
history  plays  in  today’s  society.

RECREATION  COMMISSION 


On  behalf  of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven,  the  Recreation  Com- 
mission would  like  to  thank  Thomas  Mendell  for  his  time  and 
energy  directed  toward  the  improvement  of  the  recreation  program 
for  the  Townspeople.  The  Commission  regretfully  accepted  his 
resignation  in  September  for  personal  reasons. 
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The  Recreation  Commission  announces  that  a very  successful 
year  of  worthwhile  activities  has  been  offered  to  the  Townspeople 
of  Fairhaven. 

During  the  winter  months,  weekly  gymnastic  programs  were 
carried  on  for  both  boys  and  girls  each  Saturday  morning.  Boys 
and  girls  from  ages  5 -16  were  actively  involved  as  well  as  in  the 
Saturday  afternoon  basketball  program. 

Adult  programs  were  carried  on  at  both  the  high  and  junior 
high  schools.  Approximately  30  - 40  young  men  attended  twice 
weekly  sessions  at  the  junior  high  with  most  of  them  being  involved 
in  spirited  basketball  games.  The  women  although  with  not  quite 
the  attendance,  were  never  the  less  just  as  enthusiastic  with  their 
volleyball. 

Summer  activities  were  available  at  Wood  School,  Hamlet 
Homes  as  well  as  Livesey  and  Cushman  Parks.  Arts  and  crafts 
as  well  as  sports  and  games  were  available.  The  weekly  trip  to 
the  beach  was  its  usual  treat  for  the  youngsters. 

Also  during  the  summer  a co-educational  program  was  con- 
ducted at  the  junior  high.  Activities  such  as  weight  lifting,  basket- 
ball, volleyball,  ping  pong,  and  floor  hockey  were  offered.  For 
the  first  time  baton  twirling  was  offered  for  girls  6 - 18. 

Tennis  once  again  played  a very  important  part  in  the  re- 
creation of  Fairhaven  Townspeople.  A six  week  period  of  instruc- 
tion was  conducted  at  the  junior  high  tennis  courts  with  155  adults 
and  children  alike  taking  advantage  of  it. 

Summer  recreation  reached  a conclusion  with  its  annual 
Fairhaven  Tennis  Tournament.  It  was  enjoyed  by  participants 
and  spectators  as  well  with  the  final  matches  being  hotly  contested. 
The  Commission  would  again  like  to  thank  the  Fairhaven  Savings 
Bank  for  their  donation  of  the  permanent  trophies  that  are  on 
display  at  the  bank. 

The  Town  beach  at  West  Island  was  its  usual  busy  place. 
Swimming  lessons  on  a limited  basis  were  offered  upon  request. 

The  Fairhaven  Recreation  Commission  would  again  like  to 
thank  the  many  people  who  have  helped  make  their  programs 
successful.  Without  the  support  of  instructors,  school  department 
personnel,  and  volunteers,  the  programs  could  have  not  flourished. 

In  closing,  I hope  you  find  the  opportunity  to  take  advantage 
of  as  many  of  these  programs  as  possible,  and  to  present  the  Com- 
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mission  with  worthwhile  suggestions  for  maintaining  old  or  es- 
tablishing new  recreational  programs.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

To  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Millicent  Library 

LIBRARY  ACTIVITIES 

There  have  been  some  very  exciting  and  also  tragic  events 
to  record  and  it  might  be  wise  to  start  positively. 

The  library  has  been  blessed  since  1893  with  a continuous 
flow  of  gifts  and  goodwill.  We  continue  to  receive  donations  of 
books  and  records.  This  year  there  were  three  large  collections 
given  as  well  as  numerous  other  donations  including  old  photo- 
graphs, old  newspapers,  Bibles,  and  old  glass  negatives. 

We  received  a very  special  grandfather’s  clock,  now  in  the 
Lewin  Room;  a rare  violin  now  on  exhibit  in  the  glass  case  in 
the  Lewin  Room;  a Japanese  embroidered  tapestry  from  the  Pil- 
grim United  Church;  a ship  model,  now  being  repaired;  an  oil 
painting  by  Harry  Neyland;  a valuable  sheet  music  collection; 
a lovely  swan’s  egg  with  a paper  mache  model  of  the  library  in- 
side; and  finally  eleven  fluted  wooden  columns  from  the  Rogers 
summer  home.  Mrs.  Philip  Young,  a long-time  friend  and  book- 
mobile donor,  left  the  library  a legacy  at  her  death. 

Memorials  have  been  much  appreciated.  Special  funds  of  con- 
siderable nature  have  been  set  up  for  Beverlye  Hill,  Orrin  Car- 
penter, Mrs.  Philip  Young,  Joseph  B.  Goulart,  Jr.  and  George 
Bunnell,  Sr.  Many  others  have  contributed  to  the  existing  Memorial 
Funds  and  have  donated  money  for  the  remembrance  of  friends 
and  relatives.  Mrs.  Minnie  Hughes  again  expressed  her  affection 
for  the  library  with  a contribution. 

In  February,  Mrs.  Beverlye  Hill,  our  Children’s  Librarian, 
died  after  a long  illness.  She  made  many  contributions  to  the  work 
with  children  and  young  people  over  the  years  she  was  with  us. 
Her  last  request  to  me  was  that  memorial  monies  in  her  name  be 
used  to  acquire  Career  material  for  the  Young  Adult  Room. 

Then  in  March  the  invaders  struck  and  took  two  valuable 
bronze  statues  from  the  Lewin  Room.  The  worst  tragedy  to  the 
Library  and  the  town  was  the  theft  of  our  Samurai  Sword  on 
September  first.  This  also  took  place  during  the  daytime  and  the 
case  is  still  under  investigation. 

PROGRAMS 

The  fall  and  spring  adult  programs  on  Thursday  mornings 
continued  with  an  enthusiastic  audience. 

Mrs.  Jane  Bailey  did  a marvelous  job  with  the  pre-school  pro- 
gram on  Tuesday  mornings  from  September  - June.  Carolyn  Long- 
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worth,  our  new  Children’s  Librarian,  had  a varied  program  during 
the  summer  with  crafts,  live  animals,  puppets,  magic  show  and 
a sing-along.  On  Halloween  a costumed  audience  experienced  a 
“Spook-In”;  in  November  a “Pet  Bookmark  Contest”  which  was 
displayed  in  our  Art  Room;  and  in  December  she  conducted  a 
Christmas  tree  workshop  for  the  children. 

There  are  the  usual  school  class  visits  for  instruction  in  the 
use  of  the  library. 

SPECIAL  PROJECT 

Because  Fairhaven  history  is  becoming  of  greater  interest  to 
more  people,  Mrs.  Mabel  Hoyle  Knipe,  former  head  of  the  English 
Department  at  Fairhaven  High  School,  has  volunteered  to  do  a 
special  project  for  the  Town  of  Fairhaven.  She  is  working  in  one 
of  the  lower  rooms  of  the  library  addition  with  Mrs.  Laurence 
Solomon,  another  volunteer  and  is  being  helped  by  a CETA 
worker  as  clerk.  Their  monumental  task  is  to  index  the  Fairhaven 
Star  Newspaper  1879-1967.  The  work  is  progressing  repidly  be- 
cause of  their  untiring  dedication  and  energy  and  will  be  our  only 
source  of  accurate  history  for  the  future. 

Because  of  Mrs.  Knipe’s  intense  interest  in  her  subject,  she  has 
written  three  booklets  to  date  on  the  Rogers  buildings;  The  Town 
Hall,  The  Rogers  School  and  The  Tabitha  Inn  (now  Our  Lady’s 
Haven.) 

OTHER  LIBRARY  ACTIVITIES 

Because  of  monies  from  the  Rogers  Family  a new  fire  alarm 
system  was  installed.  For  security  reasons,  outer  windows  were 
added  to  the  Lewin  Room  and  the  Librarian’s  Office  and  also 
additional  units  were  added  to  the  security  system.  Also  with  pri- 
vate money,  a new  doorway  was  built  in  the  basement  excluding 
access  to  one  of  the  magazine  rooms.  Record  shelving  in  the  ex- 
isting original  bookcases  was  added  in  the  Lewin  Room.  Lexan 
windows  were  added  in  the  basement  and  exit  lights  installed. 
With  money  left  by  Mrs.  Young,  the  bookmobile  was  able  to 
be  painted. 

THE  ARTS 

Because  of  a special  fund  set  up  in  1976  for  the  Librarian 
for  use  of  historical  preservation,  many  watercolors  from  the  li- 
brary’s collection  by  Mrs.  Trowbridge,  mother  of  Anne  B.  Trow- 
bridge, have  been  framed  and  hung  at  the  ends  of  the  stacks  in 
the  center  aisle. 

Many  of  the  old  glass  slides  have  been  reproduced  so  that 
the  library  is  now  accumulating  a valuable  historical  visual  history 
of  the  area. 
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The  Art  Room  is  available  for  collections  of  local  artists. 
Aside  from  the  Photography  Show  of  Old  Fairhaven,  Ameia  Yen, 
Stanley  De  Voyde  and  Christy  Gunnels  have  had  a show. 

CONCLUSION 

We  end  up  the  year  with  a new  Children’s  Librarian  and  a 
new  Trustee,  Mrs.  Irma  Darwin.  The  library  facilities  were  widely 
used  by  over  a dozen  groups  in  the  auditorium,  some  on  a weekly 
basis.  Our  film  collection,  although  quite  limited,  has  been  shown 
at  the  library  and  in  the  local  New  Bedford  area. 

2,497  books  were  added,  339  withdrawn,  leaving  76,034  in 
the  collection.  80,605  books  were  circulated;  1655  borrowers  reg- 
istered making  a total  of  5,009.  2,701  books  and  records  were 
cataloged.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
AND  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven: 

In  fulfillment  of  the  requirements  of  General  Laws  Chapter 
72,  Sections  3 and  4,  we  are  pleased  to  submit  herewith  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Fairhaven  Public  Schools  for  fiscal  year  1977. 

CHANGE  OF  FORMAT  OF  REPORT 

In  an  effort  at  making  this  report  more  brief  and  concise,  we 
are  changing  the  usual  format  of  the  report  to  eliminate  individual 
reports  by  administrative  officers  this  year.  We  are  including  in 
one  composite  presentation  all  of  the  usual  information,  excerpt- 
ing from  periodic  reports  of  administrative  officers  at  all  levels. 
In  this  way,  we  hope  to  make  this  report  more  readable,  less  phil- 
osophical, and  hence  shorter  and  cheaper  to  print.  We  would 
appreciate  comments,  pro  and  con,  from  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Town,  as  well  as  from  other  Town  officers. 
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Most  of  the  statistical  information  contained  in  this  report 
deals  with  the  1977  fiscal  year,  which  is  coincident  with  the  1976- 
77  school  year.  The  reason  for  this  is  obvious  since  the  writing 
and  printing  of  the  report  is  being  performed  in  the  midst  of 
the  1978  fiscal  year. 

EMPLOYEE  RELATIONS  AND  COLLECTIVE  BARGAINING 

The  School  Committee  and  its  administrative  staff  at  the 
central  office  level  are  currently  involved  in  collective  negotiations 
with  five  separate  collective  bargaining  units.  These  are  as  follows: 
(1)  FEA  Unit  A for  teachers  and  other  professional  working 
directly  with  students;  (2)  FEA  Unit  B covering  principals,  other 
supervisory  personnel,  and  some  central  office  administrators;  (3) 
FEA  Unit  C covering  school  nurses;  (4)  the  Custodians  Associa- 
tion covering  maintenance  and  custodial  personnel;  (5)  the  Fair- 
haven  Public  Schools  Secretaries  Association  covering  clerical  em- 
ployees. Cafeteria  personnel,  teacher  aides,  federal  program  per- 
sonnel, school  crossing  guards,  cafeteria  supervisory  aides,  and 
substitutes  are  not  covered  by  collective  bargaining  contracts. 
However,  every  attempt  is  made  to  provide  similar  benefits  and 
perquisites  wherever  possbile.  For  the  majority  of  the  employees, 
not  covered  by  collective  bargaining  agreements,  their  employ- 
ment conditions  are  dissimilar  in  that  they  are  hourly  employees 
rather  than  weekly  and  yearly  salary  employees;  many  of  whom 
are  also  employed  on  a part-time  basis. 

A prolonged  arbitration,  extending  over  approximately  18 
months  from  the  filing  of  the  initial  grievance  to  the  receipt  of 
the  arbitrator’s  decision,  has  been  successfully  adjudicated  in  favor 
of  the  Town  and  the  School  Committee.  We  are  gratified  at  the 
successful  conclusion  of  this  arbitration,  since  the  total  extent  of 
our  financial  exposure  could  have  been  extremely  expensive  had 
the  employees  prevailed  in  the  decision  and  damages  awarded 
requiring  back  pay  over  two  or  three  years.  Initially,  the  grievance 
was  filed  to  provide  a determination  that  Title  I tutors  and  learn- 
ing disability  tutors  should  be  compensated  at  the  same  rate  as 
classroom  teachers  and  be  recognized  under  the  collective  bargain- 
ing agreement. 

COMMUNICATIONS  SYSTEM 

During  the  past  year,  a decision  was  made  to  change  our 
telephone  communications  system  from  one  involving  many  sep- 
arate phone  numbers  and  outside  lines  to  a PBX  Switchboard 
for  a number  of  reasons.  During  cases  of  emergency,  involving 
weather  conditions,  fire  lines,  and  other  extraordinary  situations, 
it  was  impossible  for  the  administrative  personnel  to  contact  the 
schools  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  situation,  since  the  general  public 
had  as  equal  access  during  these  situations.  Although  we  were  pay- 
ing for  over  twenty  main  communication  trunks  to  the  various 
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school  locations,  we  were  constantly  receiving  complaints  from  par- 
ents and  other  members  of  the  general  public,  who  found  it  impos- 
sible to  contact  some  of  the  locations.  A comprehensive  study  also  in- 
dicated that  more  than  50  per  cent  of  the  communications  were 
internal  to  the  school  system,  i.e.,  from  school  to  school,  or  office 
to  office,  and  in  most  instances  this  effectively  isolated  two  loca- 
tions from  central  office  or  public  access.  The  new  system  provides 
twelve  trunks  available  to  external  calls  plus  six  separate  internal 
intercommunication  paths.  For  the  most  part,  the  school  system 
employees  find  the  internal  flexibility  far  superior  to  the  previous 
system.  We  hope  the  general  public  will  also  find  access  easier 
and  less  frustrating  than  constantly  dialing  into  a busy  line  and 
not  getting  human  response.  We  would  be  interested  in  any  com- 
ments with  respect  to  what  we  perceive  to  be  an  increased  effi- 
ciency. 

INSERVICE  PROGRAMS 

In  addition  to  various  curriculum  and  department  activities, 
which  have  been  of  an  inservice  nature,  we  have  instituted  courses 
in  cardiopulmonary  resuscitation  and  first  aid  for  employees, 
in  addition  to  making  first  aid  available  to  students  throughout 
the  school  system. 

Mr.  Foley  has  conducted  a permissive  values  clarification 
workshop  for  elementary  teachers;  the  response  was  excellent  and 
additional  workshops  are  being  planned  for  other  levels. 

AFFIRMATIVE  ACTIONS  — SEX  EQUITY  — STATE 
AND  FEDERAL  REGULATIONS 

A considerable  amount  of  effort  has  been  expended  within 
the  last  year  and  one-half  in  responding  to  the  requirement  of 
Chapter  622  and  its  attendant  state  regulations  and  Title  IX  which 
is  a federal  regulation.  Although  both  of  these  sets  of  regulations 
are  similar  and  deal  with  approximately  the  same  general  areas, 
for  the  most  part  state  regulations,  under  Chapter  622,  are  more 
far  reaching  and  restrictive.  Under  these  laws  and  regulations, 
school  systems  and  institutions  receiving  federal  funds  must  take 
positive  action  to  assure  equal  employment  opportunity  and  equal 
education  access  to  programs  regardless  of  race,  creed,  color,  sex, 
religion,  national  origin,  and,  in  some  cases,  sexual  orientation. 

A detailed  list  of  procedures  for  responding  to  inquiries  and 
complaints  is  provided  as  well  as  a due  process  procedure  for 
challenging  decisions  at  each  level  of  the  educational  hierachy. 
The  majority  of  the  emphasis  during  this  year  has  been  in  two 
related  areas.  First,  responding  to  a complaint  filed  with  the  Office 
of  Civil  Rights  charging  that  the  school  system  has  been  discrim- 
inatory in  providing  equal  pay  for  athletic  coaches  for  both  boys 
and  girls  sports  as  well  as  for  male  and  female  employees.  Secondly,

a protracted  survey  was  undertaken  and  a rating  index  scale  was 
determined  for  performing  these  duties  and  establishing  the  rate 
of  pay.  All  of  this  was  accomplished  through  direct  negotiations 
with  the  Fairhaven  Educators  Association  representing  the  em- 
ployees. Although  we  have  responded  to  the  O.C.R.  by  providing 
the  requested  information  and  later  filed  the  amended  salary 
schedule  and  weighting  procedures,  we  have  received  no  notifica- 
tion that  the  complaint  has  yet  been  withdrawn,  although  we  do 
expect  that  it  will  be. 

UNEMPLOYMENT  COMPENSATION 

With  the  passage  of  the  Unemployment  Compensation 
Amendment  of  1976  (P.  L.  94-566)  and  the  subsequent  enactment 
of  Chapter  735  of  the  Acts  of  1977,  which  provides  the  conformity 
of  Massachusetts  to  the  federal  law,  a great  deal  of  effort  has  been 
expended,  not  only  within  the  School  Department  but  also  within 
all  of  the  various  Town  Departments  and  agencies,  in  order  to 
prepare  for  the  costs  attendant  upon  reimbursement  of  the  State 
for  unemployment  compensation  benefits  provided  to  municipal 
employees.  Although  most  Town  departments  have  relatively  stable 
employment,  the  greatest  liability  or  exposure  of  the  community 
inevitably  would  come  from  the  public  schools  because  of  the 
large  number  of  persons  we  employ  and  because  we  do  employ 
substitute  personnel  and  people  in  other  short-term  employment 
categories.  We  have  responded  adequately  as  a community,  we 
believe,  and  the  school  system  has  attempted  to  limit  its  liabilities 
by  the  adoption  of  policies  and  regulations  which  refine  our  em- 
ployment procedures  and  clear  up  many  ambiguities  which  would 
have  limited  our  ability  to  challenge  the  payment  of  unemploy- 
ment benefits  to  personnel,  who  we  feel  are  neither  — morally  or 
legally  — entitled  to  receive  them  at  the  expense  of  the  Town. 

STAFF  EVALUATION 

A concentrated  effort  is  being  made  at  all  administrative  and 
supervisory  staff  levels  to  improve  evaluation  procedures  by  mak- 
ing judgments  based  upon  more  qualitative  data,  by  adding  more 
shared  responsibility  between  principals  and  department  heads 
and  other  specialists,  and  by  making  the  evaluative  reports  more 
objective  in  terms  of  jointly  established  goals  for  improvement 
of  performance. 

A committee  of  school  administrators  began  meeting  to  lay 
the  ground  work  for  upgrading  the  teacher  evaluation  processes 
and  this  committee  has  been  succeeded  by  a faculty/administrative 
group,  which  is  expected  to  make  recommendations  to  the  School 
Committee  for  changes  in  the  current  procedures. 
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ENERGY  CONSERVATION  CONSIDERATION 


Considerable  effort  has  been  undertaken  during  the  past  year 
in  considering  various  avenues  of  conservation  of  energy  and  re- 
duction of  costs  due  to  two  factors:  (1 ) escalation  of  energy 

prices  and  (2)  response  to  the  national  concern  for  energy  short- 
age. 

DATA  PROCESSING  AND  COMPUTERIZATION 

Extensive  studies  are  now  being  undertaken  involving  admin- 
istrative staff  and  the  School  Committee  towards  the  improvement 
of  efficiency  in  responding  to  the  various  requirements,  both  for 
data  collection  and  for  financial  accounting  in  meeting  legal  re- 
quirements. The  School  Committee  has  been  increasingly  con- 
cerned with  their  responsibility  for  assuring  themselves,  as  well 
as  the  taxpayer,  that  they  do  control  and  direct  the  financial  and 
business  operations  of  the  school  system  and  make  decisions  con- 
sequent thereto  in  an  informed  and  responsible  manner. 

Reacting  to  the  escalating  tax  rate,  escalating  labor  and  ma- 
terial costs,  as  well  as  feeling  frustrated  with  the  large  percentage 
of  the  total  budget  accounts,  which  are  relatively  fixed  costs  or 
are  collectively  bargained,  the  School  Committee  has  been  con- 
cerned with  its  ability  to  receive  timely  and  appropriate  financial 
data.  Consequently,  studies  are  now  being  undertaken  to  consider 
computerization  in  three  basic  areas:  (1)  student  census  and  data 
collection,  the  accuracy  of  which  is  necessary  in  order  to  assure 
receiving  the  maximum  reimbursement  percentage  available  under 
law;  (2)  financial  appropriation  accounting  reports  and  adjust- 
ments; and  (3)  pupil  scheduling,  attendance,  and  grade  reporting. 

SPECIAL  NEEDS  PROGRAMS  UNDER  CHAPTER  766 

The  special  needs  department  had  three  major  goals  during 
the  1976-77  school  year: 

(1)  reorganization  of  department  staff  and  services; 

(2)  preparation  for  a program  audit  by  the  State  Department 
of  Education;  and 

(3)  continued  development  of  alternative  special  needs  pro- 
grams for  students. 

It  was  the  intent  of  the  special  needs  department  to  reorganize 
services  in  order  to  better  serve  teaching  staff  and  students.  Re- 
source room  programs  at  the  Anthony  and  Tripp  Schools  were 
expanded  to  better  serve  the  needs  of  students.  These  programs 
now  offer  the  same  as  the  larger  elementary  schools  in  Town. 
A reorganization  of  the  special  needs  program  at  the  Junior  High 
School  resulted  in  the  reduction  of  one  position,  but  in  the 
development  of  a more  comprehensive  service  program  for  stu- 
dents. 
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Greater  stresses  on  basic  skill  development,  particularly  in  the 
teaching  of  reading  and  mathematics,  characterized  the  curricu- 
lum reorganization  of  the  special  needs  department.  It  is  our  be- 
lief that  we  should  continue  to  utilize  the  resource  programs  in 
the  system  as  a vehicle  for  helping  students  to  gain  as  many 
“survival  skills”  as  possible  before  they  leave  our  school  system. 

Preparation  for  the  State  Department  of  Education  special 
needs  program  audit  was  begun  in  September,  1976.  All  aspects 
of  our  special  needs  program  were  subject  to  scrutiny;  administra- 
tion and  staff,  public  communications,  services  to  pre-school  and 
regular  school  students,  Core  Evaluation  procedures,  physical  fa- 
cilities transportation,  and  finance. 

The  audit  team  visited  the  system  for  two  days  in  November 
and  three  consecutive  days  in  December.  A final  report  from  the 
audit  team  will  be  submitted  to  the  School  Committee  sometime 
in  the  spring  of  1978.  Preliminary  reports  indicate  that  our  school 
system  did  extremely  well  in  all  areas  of  the  evaluation. 

Our  third  major  goal  during  the  1976-77  school  year  was  to 
continue  developing  a logical  continuum  of  services  that  can  pro- 
vide students  with  opportunities  for  proper  learning  experiences. 
The  Project  Orient  Collaborative  continues  to  be  our  major  re- 
source in  providing  these  alternative  services.  The  expansion  of 
pre-school  services  for  handicapped  children  was  developed  last 
year,  through  a grant  from  the  federal  government  under  P.L. 
94-142,  the  Education  for  All  the  Handicapped  Children  Act, 
passed  by  Congress,  last  year.  Project  Orient  also  continues  to 
serve  students  at  the  secondary  level  who  need  a combination 
of  career  exploration,  counseling,  and  academic  services.  These 
programs  are  offered  jointly  by  Project  Orient  and  the  sending 
school.  We  anticipate  that  the  Project  Orient  Collaborative  will 
continue  to  be  a leader,  at  the  state  level,  in  providing  alternative 
special  needs  programs  to  large  numbers  of  students. 

It  would  seem  that  our  special  needs  program  currently 
offer  all  the  options  that  can  be  reasonably  expected  from  a local 
community.  Continued  expansion  of  our  services,  in  our  judge- 
ment, will  not  be  essential  in  the  immediate  future.  Judicious  use 
of  current  services,  plus  liberal  allocations  from  the  federal  gov- 
ernment, may  help  us  to  maintain  our  present  programs  at  their 
current  level.  We  do  have  little  direct  control  over  salary  increases 
and  we  would  feel  that  this  area  would  be  the  major  area  of  any 
financial  increases  in  budget  during  the  next  few  years. 

Enclosed  as  an  addenda  to  this  report  are  two  pages  of  in- 
formation. Appendix  I is  a summary  of  our  budget  allocations, 
reimbursements,  and  program  enrollments  from  the  1971-72  school 
year  to  the  present.  The  1973-74  school  year  reimbursements  rep- 
resented our  baseline  year  for  reimbursements.  We  have  tripled 
these  reimbursements  since  that  time. 
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Appendix  II  represents  a summary  of  students  served  by  proto- 
type and  grade  during  the  1976-77  school  year. 

FEDERAL  PROGRAMS 

Our  federal  programs  administrator  has  had  a busy  year  and 
has  been  able  to  secure  a number  of  new  federal  grants  this  year 
as  well  as  an  expansion  of  the  Title  I Reading  Assistance  program 
to  the  Junior  High  School  and  the  upper  level  of  St.  Joseph  School. 
CETA  grants  have  been  obtained  from  the  Manpower  Consortium 
as  follows: 

Title  VI  has  provided  a grant  in  the  approximate  amount 
of  $38,000.00  for  the  establishment  of  a Career  Education 
Counseling  Service  and  Resource  Center,  as  well  as  the  pro- 
vision of  a typing  pool  for  the  Guidance  Department  and 
other  academic  departments  within  Fairhaven  High  School. 

A Title  IV-B  proposal  is  providing  an  in-school  compon- 
ent work-study  program  to  eligible  young  people  at  the  High 
School  and  works  in  concert  with  the  Title  VI  program  to 
provide  Career  Education  materials. 

Proposals  are  currently  being  prepared,  as  of  January  1978,  under 
P.L.  94-142,  the  Federal  Handicapped  Act,  which,  if  granted,  will 
improve  the  diagnostic  capability  of  the  special  needs  program  by 
filling  in  the  gaps  in  our  capabilities  to  counteract  requests  for 
second  evaluations;  to  provide  an  adaptive  physical  education  ca- 
pability for  physically  handicapped  young  people  and  increase 
our  remedial  reading  instructional  capabdity.  Another  part  of 
this  proposal  will  provide  for  an  inservice  and  curriculum  develop- 
ment program  to  be  conducted  during  the  summer  aimed  at  the 
development  of  curriculum  materials  and  course  outlines  for  lower 
ability  students,  as  well  as  for  integrated  special  needs  students. 
It  is  our  hope  to  be  able  to  increase  our  ability  to  provide  curri- 
culum and  instruction  more  appropriate  to  the  levels  and  abilities 
of  these  high  risk  young  people.  Proposals  are  currently  pending 
under  Occupational  Education  funds  at  the  federal  level  for  the 
improvement  of  the  business  department’s  offerings  by  providing 
equipment  and  business  computers  and  data  processing.  As  this 
report  is  being  written,  final  touches  are  being  put  on  a proposal 
in  environmental  education  developed  in  conjunction  with  the 
Massachusetts  Audubon  Society  and  the  Hathaway  Outdoor  Center 
designed  to  provide  outdoor  laboratory  capabilities  for  students 
interested  in  exploring  environmental  concerns. 

ELEMENTARY  EDUCATION 

The  school  year  saw  a continued  decline  in  the  elementary 
enrollment.  One  classroom  teacher  and  a number  of  aide  po- 
sitions were  eliminated.  In  cases  where  elementary  class  sizes  still 
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remain  small,  justification  for  continued  employment  of  staff 
has  been  required  by  the  School  Committee  on  an  individual  case 
basis.  In  the  majority  of  cases,  it  would  be  impossible  to  combine 
these  pupils  with  other  classes,  or  between  schools,  without  making 
assignments  from  the  class  to  more  than  one  school  district.  There 
is  no  reliable  indicator  as  to  what  will  happen  in  the  future  to 
enrollments.  However,  if  the  present  trend  of  smaller  class  sizes 
continues,  the  option  of  eliminating  additional  classrooms,  or  even 
closing  down  one  of  the  smaller  schools,  becomes  a real  possibility. 

SAFETY  EDUCATION 

The  Fairhaven  Elementary  School  Safety  Council  increased 
their  activities  during  the  past  year.  Contacts  with  the  office  of 
Representative  MacLean  and  the  close  coordination  with  the  Fair- 
haven  Police  Department  and  Board  of  Selectmen  have  seen  the 
filing  of  applications  for  three  speed  limit  safety  light  signs  in  the 
Anthony,  Wood,  and  St.  Joseph  School  areas.  At  the  present  time, 
under  existing  regulations,  these  are  the  only  three  locations  which 
would  qualify.  The  Council  also  plans  on  continuing  their  efforts, 
as  a standing  committee,  to  continually  investigate  the  safety  of 
elementary  school  children  and  to  suggest  to  the  proper  Town 
agencies  the  steps  that  ought  to  be  taken  in  order  to  correct  any 
deficiencies. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Red  Cross  first  aid  instructors  have  visited  all  sixth  grades 
in  the  Town  on  a continuing  basis  for  the  purpose  of  training 
these  pupils  in  the  basic  elements  of  first  aid.  The  nine-session 
course  has  been  integrated  into  the  elementary  science  curriculum. 

The  National  Dairy  Council  Nutrition  Program  has  been  im- 
plemented in  all  elementary  classrooms  this  year,  presenting 
children  with  a thorough  background  in  choosing  foods  which  are 
both  enjoyable  and  nutrionally  sound.  It  was  felt  that  this  type 
of  program  was  made  all  the  more  necessary  by  the  media’s  con- 
stant bombardment  extolling  the  virtues  of  convenience  and 
“junk  foods.’’  Hopefully  the  program  will  contribute  to  assisting 
them  in  making  right  life-long  choices,  which  are  more  appropriate 
to  their  physical  needs. 

BILINGUAL  INSTRUCTION 

State  Department  of  Education  officials  have  predicted  a sub- 
stantial increase  in  the  number  of  bilingual  students  in  the  Fair- 
haven  Public  Schools.  This  did  not  occur  to  the  extent  predicted. 
We  have  been  able  to  provide  services  to  these  children  with  part- 
time  tutorial  help.  If  the  number  exceeds  20  pupils  throughout 
the  school  system  at  any  combination  of  grade  levels,  the  law  re- 
quires the  implementation  of  a formal  bilingual  program.  Our 
best  estimate  is  that  this  will  not  occur  during  the  coming  year. 
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DISCIPLINE 

The  elementary  school  faculties  began  the  year  with  in-depth 
discussions  of  discipline  problems  facing  the  public  schools  of  the 
Town.  It  was  determined  that  the  upgrading  of  student  behavior 
would  be  a major  effort  this  year.  Teacher  competencies  and  ef- 
forts in  these  areas  will  serve  as  a major  consideration  in  each 
teacher’s  staff  evaluation. 


SCHOOL  NURSES 

The  School  Nurses  have  continued  in  their  busy  schedule 
and  their  responsibilities  have  become  increasingly  expanded  dur- 
ing the  past  few  years  with  the  proliferation  of  updated  regula- 
tions from  the  Department  of  Education  and  the  Department  of 
Public  Health. 

There  have  been  the  usual  yearly  health  screening  programs 
and  clinics  for  all  needed  immunizations  during  the  school  year. 
The  clinics  were  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  school  nurses.  The  usual  clinics  were 
added  to  by  a requirement  that  additional  clinics  be  held  for 
the  purpose  of  updating  measles  immunizations.  This  last  clinic 
was  held  in  May  and  included  all  students  in  Grades  K-12. 

In  addition  a Mantoux  clinic  for  detection  of  tuberculosis  was 
conducted  for  faculty  and  staff  in  order  to  comply  with  the  legal 
requirements  for  periodic  examination  of  all  school  department 
employees. 

The  school  nurses  have  played  an  important  part  in  the  School 
Resource  Study  Team  and  Core  Evaluation  process  in  the  Di- 
vision of  Special  Needs.  Each  Core  Evaluation  Team  meeting  was 
attended  by  at  least  one  school  nurse  inasmuch  as  it  is  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  nurses  to  provide  the  home  visitation  and  the 
updating  of  all  health  information  required  as  a part  of  the  Core 
Evaluation  process. 

Students  in  grades  4,  7,  and  10  were  given  physical  examina- 
tions by  the  school  doctor  or  by  their  own  physician  under  the 
direction  of  the  nurses.  In  addition,  all  students  participating  in 
any  of  the  schools’  competitive  athletic  programs  were  examined 
and  all  problems  were  referred  and  followed  up  as  necessary. 

Services  were  offered  also,  as  required  under  law,  for  St.  Joseph 
parochial  school,  including  the  provision  of  hearing  and  vision 
tests  to  all  students  and  physical  examinations  by  the  school  doctor 
when  requested  by  the  child’s  parent. 

School  nurses  work  with  the  Supervisor  of  Attendance  to 
evaluate  attendance  problems  when  there  appears  to  be  a health 
or  sickness  factor  involved.

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JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 


In  the  determination  of  the  1977-78  school  budget,  in  antici- 
pation of  a decrease  in  enrollment  due  to  vocational  school  trans- 
fers, staff  load  and  teacher  assignments  were  exhaustably  analyzed 
with  the  result  that  one  teacher  and  a number  of  aides  were  elimi- 
nated from  the  budget.  The  Junior  High  School  staff  and  ad- 
ministration have  been  deeply  involved  in  the  extensive  self-eval- 
uation required  in  preparation  for  the  visit  of  the  accreditation 
and  evaluation  team  from  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools 
and  Colleges  scheduled  in  March,  1978. 

Considerable  time  and  effort  has  been  spent  throughout  the 
year  in  refining  methods  of  student  placement  through  grouping 
procedures  and  curriculum  assignment.  It  is  hoped  that  individ- 
ualized scheduling  may  be  implemented  for  grades  7 and  8 be- 
ginning in  September,  1978.  This  should  increase  our  capability 
to  better  respond  to  students’  individual  needs  — their  strengths 
and  weaknesses. 

A number  of  issues  have  been  either  resolved  or  improved 
during  the  year.  Problems  in  the  implementation  of  special  needs 
programs,  the  provision  of  adequate  computerized  reporting  sys- 
tems, and  in  responding  to  the  concerns  of  the  students  for  cafeteria 
and  food  services  have  absorbed  a great  deal  of  time  of  the  Junior 
High  School  administration.  A continuing  effort  is  still  being 
conducted  to  improve  the  process  of  providing  career  education 
information  in  conjunction  with  the  Guidance  Department  and 
academic  staff. 

Although  the  staff  reduction  decreased  the  ability  to  provide 
as  much  reading  assistance,  particularly  in  remedial  reading,  the 
inclusion  of  the  junior  high  school  level  in  the  Title  I program 
in  the  provision  of  Title  I tutors  should  be  of  great  assistance 
to  both  students  and  staff.  Additionally,  the  formal  placing  of 
the  reading  responsibility  under  the  purview  of  the  English  De- 
partment Head  and  the  inclusion  of  more  and  more  reading  ma- 
terials writhin  the  regular  English  curriculum  in  concert  with  the 
Right  to  Read  Program  being  conducted  at  the  elementary  level, 
should  better  equip  the  Junior  High  School  to  respond  to  the 
needs  of  our  young  people  for  improving  their  reading  capabilities. 

The  Junior  High  School  has  found  it  necessary  to  institute 
bilingual  tutoring  for  immigrant  students  during  the  year  in  order 
to  assist  children  of  this  type  to  become  integrated  into  the  main- 
stream of  curriculum. 

The  standardized  testing  program  of  the  school  through  the 
Otis-Lennon  and  the  California  Achievement  Tests  indicates  that 
the  8th  grade  falls  within  the  normal  curve  of  distribution  and 
has  attained  at  least  the  national  average  in  each  testing  category. 
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Both  administration  and  staff  have  been  extensively  involved 
during  the  past  year  and  one-half  in  improving  evaluative  and 
diagnostic  procedures  for  the  establishment  of  educational  plans 
for  special  needs  young  people.  Individualized  scheduling  and  the 
provision  of  additional  lower  level  curricula  in  the  four  basic 
subjects  should  improve  our  capability  for  re-integrating  resource 
room  students  into  the  mainstream  of  curriculum  without  imposing 
unrealistic  expectations  on  our  academic  classroom  teachers  in  at- 
tempting to  provide  adequate  instructional  services  with  extreme 
ranges  of  academic  ability  contained  in  the  same  classroom. 

Increased  cooperative  involvement  of  the  principal  and  de- 
partment heads  in  performing  the  evaluative  function  with  teach- 
ing staff  is  being  performed  in  conjunction  with  the  system-wide 
effort  to  improve  staff  evaluation  procedures. 

The  provision  of  increasing  opportunities  for  student  partici- 
pation in  intramural  and  extramural  music  and  athletics  has  been 
received  by  both  staff  and  the  general  public  very  well  and  the 
School  Committee  has  been  most  pleased  with  the  quality  and 
the  degree  of  participation  in  these  programs.  It  is  felt  that  these 
areas  are  extremely  important  in  the  development  of  well-rounded 
and  balanced  young  people,  since  by  adding  cultural  and  physical 
involvement  to  academic  provisions,  the  result  should  make  a 
more  happy  and  productive  adult  citizen. 


HIGH  SCHOOL 

Graduation  exercises  of  1977  were  held  on  June  6 in  outdoor 
ceremonies.  Robert  Foster,  Chairman  of  the  School  Committee, 
presented  diplomas  to  223  graduates. 

The  main  commencement  address  was  delivered  by  Dr.  Milton 
Silveira,  a member  of  the  Class  of  1947.  Dr.  Silveira  is  the  Deputy 
Manager  of  the  Orbiter  in  the  “Space  Shuttle  Program.”  At  the 
commencement  exercises,  scholarships  exceeding  $21,000.00  were 
presented  to  32  Fairhaven  graduates. 

The  Guidance  Department  is  in  the  process  of  conducting  a 
survey  of  our  local  and  area  business  for  input  into  our  broaden- 
ing career  education  program. 

The  English  Department  has  completed  the  writing  of  a new 
curriculum  guide  for  Grades  7-12.  Much  stress  in  English  curri- 
culum has  been  placed  on  the  “Right  to  Read”  program  in  an 
attempt  to  better  equip  our  students  in  the  verbal  communication 
skills.

The  High  School  administration  has  been  notified  by  the 
New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  that  our  ac- 
creditation has  been  extended  to  October,  1978.  We  have  been 
requested  to  place  major  emphasis  on  the  need  for  added  safety 
features  in  the  shop  area  and  for  the  expansion  of  special  educa- 
tion programs  at  the  high  school  level. 

A cooperative  presentation  of  “My  Fair  Lady”  went  over  very 
well  in  the  community.  The  play  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall  so 
as  to  place  emphasis  on  the  needs  of  that  building  for  repairs  and 
improvements  that  it  may  be  more  often  utilized  for  community 
purposes. 

Math  League  competition  between  schools  in  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  has  reflected  great  improvement  in  Fairhaven’s  team 
representing  our  Math  Department. 

The  Science  Department  is  currently  working  on  a health 
program  to  be  offered  in  the  fall  of  1978.  In  addition  to  meeting 
minimum  legal  requirements  for  physical  education  by  offering 
health,  we  also  see  a great  need  for  this  course  as  a required  part 
of  the  secondary  school  curriculum.  It  will  be  mandated  of  all 
students  for  three  years. 

The  Science  Department  is  also  working  towards  the  develop- 
ment of  a community-wide  environmental  program.  A recent  sub- 
mission of  an  environmental  education  project  has  been  prepared 
by  Mr.  Foley  with  the  assistance  of  Dr.  Philip  Gidley  and  Mr. 
Rene  Drouin  from  the  High  School  Science  Department. 

The  Business,  Language,  Social  Studies,  and  Industrial  Arts 
Departments  are  continuously  updating  materials,  providing  for 
extra  curricular  field  trip  experiences,  and  having  professional 
and  business  people  share  their  experiences  with  the  students  as 
guest  speakers. 

Our  athletic  program  has  continued  to  provide  teams  which 
gained  much  respect  with  both  boys’  and  girls’  competition  in 
the  Southeastern  Conference  League.  The  greatest  problem  here 
is  to  try  to  assure  that  we  are  not  placed  in  unrealistic  divisions, 
which  would  downgrade  our  athletic  program  and  not  allow  us 
to  participate  on  a competitive  basis. 

The  High  School  Restoration  Committee,  an  ad  hoc  group 
of  faculty,  townspeople,  and  students,  has  committed  approximate- 
ly $1,000.00  to  the  Max  Ferro  Preservation  Association  to  update 
our  building  needs  by  conducting  a survey  of  the  High  School 
building,  which  could  be  used  to  determine  the  immediate,  as 
well  as  future,  needs  in  properly  maintaining  and  restoring  this 
building  to  its  original  condition.  This  report  is  expected  to  be 
brought  before  the  School  Committee  for  its  approval  early  in  1978. 
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CONCLUSION 


Obviously,  a report  of  this  type  cannot  do  justice  to  the  dedi- 
cated efforts  of  so  many  of  our  faculty  and  student  bodies,  who 
provide  us  the  opportunity  for  making  available  to  the  young 
people  and  the  townspeople  a first-rate  educational  program. 
We  trust  that  we  will  merit  the  continued  support  of  the  people 
of  our  community.  We  urge  all,  who  have  constructive  criticisms 
or  suggestions  for  improvement,  to  communicate  them  to  us  that 
we  may  be  given  the  opportunity  to  consider  input  from  all  areas 
of  interest  and  concern. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  like  to  express  our  thanks  to  all  those 
members  of  our  faculty  and  staff,  other  Town  officials  and  de- 
partment heads,  and  the  inhabitants  and  taxpayers  of  this  com- 
munity for  their  contributions  in  making  this  a year  of  progress 
and  fulfillment.

SCHOOL  ENTRANCE  — MINIMUM  AGE 

The  State  Department  of  Education  has  established  the  man- 
datory age  for  school  attendance  as  follows: 

Each  child  shall  attend  school  beginning  in  the  September  of 
the  calendar  year  in  which  he  attains  the  age  of  six.  Therefore,  all 
children  between  the  ages  of  five  years  and  nine  months  and  six 
years  and  nine  months  on  September  1st  shall  enroll  in  the  public 
schools  or  an  approved  private  school. 

Children  may  attend  kindergarten  in  September  of  the  calen- 
dar year  in  which  they  attain  the  age  of  five.  Kindergarten  atten- 
dance is  not  compulsory. 
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COMPULSORY  SCHOOL  AGE 


All  children  must  attend  school  between  the  ages  of  six  years 
and  nine  months  and  sixteen  years.  Certain  exceptions  may  be 
made  by  written  permission  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for 
children  who  have  reached  the  age  of  fourteen  and  have  completed 
the  sixth  grade. 


EMPLOYMENT  OF  MINORS 

Employment  permits,  sometimes  called  “school  cards,”  are 
required  for  all  persons  under  eighteen  who  are  in  employment  in 
manufacturing,  mechanical,  and  certain  other  establishments. 
These  may  be  obtained  at  the  Superintendent’s  Office  or  the  Fair- 
haven  High  School  Principal’s  Office.  The  minor  must  appear 
in  person  and  present  a birth  certificate  or  other  suitable  evidence 
of  age.

must  be  securely  anchored  to  columns  and  such  columns  securely 
anchored  to  withstand  impact  of  100  year  flood  level.  Space 
below  lowest  floor  must  be  free  of  obstructions  to  all  unimpeded 
flow  of  abnormally  high  tides  or  wind  driven  water. 


(a- 1 ) Structures  for  all  other  uses  other  than  dwelling  units 
must  also  conform  to  3.8.2  (a)  or  be  flood  proofed  to  the  level 
of  the  1 00  year  flood. 

(a-2)  All  new  construction  or  substantial  improvement  for  any 
use  shall  be  located  landward  of  the  reach  of  mean  high  tide. 


Revise  present  Section  3.8.4  to  read  as  follows: 

"3.8.4  No  person  shall  remove,  fill,  dredge  or  build  upon  any 
bank,  marsh,  swamp,  or  flat  bordering  on  coastal  or  inland  waters 
or  any  other  land  subject  to  tidal  action  or  coastal  flooding 
without  a Special  Permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeals.  Such  permit 
shall  be  issued  upon  confirmation  that  the  requirements  of  the 
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Article  5

2.  Revise  the  first  paragraph  of  Section  2.4.3  to  read  as 
follows: 

"2.4.3,  Sections  5A  and  7A,  Ch.  40A  G.L.  exempt  certain 
lots  from  current  lot  area  and  frontage  requirements  if  they  met 
the  requirements  formerly  in  effect,  and  if  they  are  to  be  built 
on  for  residential  use.
